wo  School  District  Bond  Measures  on  Ballot 


Two  bond  measures  of  major  import- 
ce  to  the  educational  programs  conduct- 
in  the  city's  public  schools  will  be  on 
November,  1973  election  ballot. 

The  first  is  a  $37.8  million  measure  for 
;  improvement  of  school  buildings  de- 
red  unsafe  by  Field  Act  standards. 

The  second,  a  companion  measure,  is 
$2.4  million  and  is  designed  to  provide 
thquake  safe  buildings  for  pre-school 
ldren  of  San  Francisco  attending  Chil- 

;n's  Centers. 

Improvements  will  include  construction, 
rchasing  or  relocation  of  school  build- 
;s  and  educational  facilities,  land  addi- 
ns  and  betterments,  alterations  or  addi- 
ns,  or  demolition  or  razing,  in  order  to 
ect  repair,  reconstruction,  or  replace- 
nt  of  those  buildings  which  do  not  meet 
:  state  earthquake  safety  structural 
ndards  imposed  by  law. 

State  law  requires  that  all  school  build- 
;s  must  meet  safety  standards  to  protect 
ildren  in  case  of  earthquakes.  Schools 
it  do  not  meet  such  standards  must  be 
>sed  by  June  30,  1975. 

Up  to  50  public  schools  in  San  Francisco 
11  be  closed  if  the  bond  measure  were 
to  pass.  It  is  anticipated  that  the 
hool  District  would  be  short  classroom 
ices  in  many  parts  of  the  city  and  costly 
ograms  to  transport  children  from  one 
rt  of  the  city  to  another  would  be  re- 
ired.  Crowding  and  resultant  half-day 
sions  are  forecast  in  this  event. 

Proposition  A  was  developed  after  more 
an  30  public  meetings  throughout  San 
ancisco.  Input  from  hundreds  of  citi- 
ris  helped  to  plan  the  bond  issue.  The 
:etings  resulted  in  an  economical  mea- 
re  geared  only  for  earthquake  safety 
irk,  not  modernization  or  improvements. 

Proposition  B  is  on  the  ballot  as  a  sepa- 
:e  measure.  The  Field  Act  is  limited 
ly  to  facilities  which  are  used  for  in- 
uction  in  grades  kindergarten  through 
.  The  District  also  operates  a  number  of 
lildren's  Centers  for  children  of  pre- 
tool  age. 


Normally,  bond  issues  require  the  ap- 
proval of  two-thirds  of  the  voters  in  order 
to  be  adopted.  This  two-thirds  require- 
ment was  recently  suspended  for  bond 
issues  aimed  at  complying  with  the  Field 
Act  and  approval  by  a  simple  majority  of 
the  voters  is  all  that  is  required. 


The  Field  Act  does  not  require  that 
Children's  Centers  meet  earthquake  safety 
standards,  and  bonds  aimed  at  repairing 
or  reconstructing  such  centers  will  con- 
tinue to  require  the  approval  of  two-thirds 
of  the  voters.  Therefore,  it  was  necessary  to 
separate  the  two  bond  issues  into  separate 
proposals.

State's  Big  Five  School  Districts  Share  Concerns 


The  San  Francisco  Unified  School  Dis- 
trict served  as  host  to  the  recent  meeting 
of  the  Big  Five  Association  of  Public 
School  Districts  at  the  San  Francisco  In- 
ternational Airport. 

Superintendents,  board  members,  fiscal 
officers,  legislative  assistants,  and  members 
of  the  State  Assembly  from  Los  Angeles, 
Oakland,  San  Diego,  Long  Beach,  and 
San  Francisco  met  to  discuss  common  con- 
cerns and  review  legislation  affecting  edu- 
cation in  California,  particularly  in  urban 
centers. 

Dr.  Wilson  Riles,  State  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction,  joined  the  group  at 
lunch  and  spent  the  afternoon  answering 
questions  about  pending  legislation  and  its 
possible  effects  on  the  urban  school  dis- 
tricts. 

Discussion  centered  on  the  Governor's 
Tax  Limitation  Initiative,  collective  bar- 
gaining legislation,  clean-up  bills  for  SB 
90,  status  of  federal  legislation,  and  action 
items  on  which  the  association  is  con- 
cerned. 

The  SFUSD  Board  of  Education  ap- 
proved membership  on  the  association 
when  the  organization  was  formally  cre- 
ated last  spring. 

In  addition  to  the  presence  of  Dr.  Riles 
and  members  of  his  staff,  Assemblyman 
William  Greene  and  Michael  Antonovich 
from  Los  Angeles  participated  in  the  ses- 
sion.

COMMUNITY  RELATIONS  OFFICE 

The  Community  Relations  staff  has  been 
charged  with  the  primary  responsibility  for 
Intergroup  Education  within  the  District. 
For  a  number  of  years  staff  from  that 
office  (then  called  the  Human  Relations 
Office)  planned  and  implemented  inserv- 
ice for  District  personnel  as  a  means  of 
disseminating  information  about  San 
Francisco's  various  ethnic  minorities 
( Phase  I ) .  Phase  2  of  their  inservice  effort 
consisted  of  preparing  and  gathering  ma- 
terials and  other  resources  appropriate  to 
District  needs  in  the  area  of  "Multicultural 
Awareness."  This  fall  (Phase  3)  the  De- 
partment proposes  to  sequence  materials 
in  packages  which  can  be  utilized  K-12.

Inservice  covering  the  use  of  the  mater- 
ials will  be  available  to  school  site  staff  as 
a  part  of  the  District  effort  to  implement 
Article  3.3  of  the  State  Education  Code 
(Sections  13345-13349).  This  article  stip- 
ulates that  "each  California  public  school 
in  which  25  percent  or  more  of  the  stu- 
dents arc  of  diverse  ethnic  backgrounds 
shall  provide  an  inservice  program  design- 
ed to  prepare  teachers  and  other  profes- 
sional school  service  personnel  to  under- 
stand and  effectively  relate  to  the  history, 
culture,  and  current  problems  of  these  stu- 
dents and  their  environment."

Sabbatical  Leave  Applications 

Teachers  who  are  considering  apply- 
ing for  Sabbatical  Leave  for  spring  1974 
are  urged  to  submit  their  applications 
on  or  before  September  28,  1973.  Forms 
may  be  obtained  from  principals. 

The  Administration  Regulations  Man- 
ual states  that  applications  for  Sabbati- 
cal Leave  must  be  submitted  prior  to 
October  1  or  March  1  of  the  semester 
preceding  that  in  which  the  leave  is  de- 
sired. 

State  law  requires  a  minimum  of 
seven  years  of  service  for  eligibility.  The 
San  Francisco  Board  of  Education  lim- 
its the  total  number  of  Sabbatical 
Leaves  to  two  per,  cent  of  the  certificat- 
ed force  with  not  more  than  one-half  of 
the  grants  to  be  allotted  during  a  single 
semester. 

Seniority  is  considered  in  determining 
precedence  in  case  the  number  of  appli- 
cations exceeds  two  per  cent.

School  Bond  Measures 
Named  Propositions  A,  B 

The  two  school  bond  issues  which  will 
appear  on  the  November  1973  election 
ballot  to  provide  safe  school  buildings  for 
all  San  Francisco  public  school  children 
have  been  designated  Propositions  A  and 
B. 

Proposition  A  is  a  $37.8  million  measure 
for  the  improvement  of  school  buildings 
declared  unsafe  by  State  Field  Act  stand- 
ards. 

Proposition  B  is  for  $2.4  million  and  is 
designed  to  provide  earthquake  safe  build- 
ings for  pre-school  children  of  the  city 
attending  Children's  Centers. 

In  an  effort  to  broaden  the  community':, 
understanding  of  the  crucial  nature  of  the 
two  measures,  a  "Bond  Information  Pro- 
gram" kick-off  will  be  held  Wednesday, 
September  26,  at  3:15  p.m. 

Superintendent  Steven  P.  Morena  will 
address  secondary  school  principals  and 
community  bond  issue  representatives  at 
A.  P.  Giannini  Junior  High  School. 

Dr.  Morena  will  outline  steps  which  will 
be  essential  to  follow  in  order  to  have  a 
successful  bond  campaign. 

The  following  week  on  Thursday,  Octo- 
ber 4,  a  similar  meeting  addressed  to  ele- 
mentary school  principals  and  community 
bond  representatives  will  take  place. 

By  State  law,  schools  which  do  not  meet 
safety  standards  to  protect  children  in  case 
of  earthquakes  must  be  closed  by  June  30, 
1975. 

Failure  to  pass  Proposition  A  would  re- 
sult in  up  to  50  public  schools  having  to 
close  by  the  1975  date. 

Proposition  ,B  would  bring  Children's 
Centers  which  fail  to  meet  safety  standards 
into  compliance  with  the  law. 

The  bond  issues  provide  only  for  earth- 
quake safety  work,  not  modernization  of 
buildings  or  improvements. 

Proposition  A  requires  a  simple  majority 
to  pass,  and  Proposition  B  will  take  a  two- 
thirds  affirmative  vote.

•  Inservice  Course  Information 

The  Student  Centered  Science  Program 
(SCSP)  was  developed  by  San  Francisco 
teachers  for  San  Francisco  teachers  in 
1970.  The  present  program,  which  has 
been  continually  updated  through  the 
helpful  suggestions  of  teachers,  now  con- 
sists of  the  following: 

a.  Teacher  science  guides  for  K,  1-3,  and 
4-6,  including  student  worksheets  and  means  of 
evaluation;  b.  Science  kits  grades  K,  1-3  and 
4-6;  c.  Loan  materials  including  microscopes, 
laser,  vacuum  pumps,  etc. 

With  the  cooperation  of  the  Office  of  Inserv- 
ice Education,  revisions  have  been  made  in  the 
teachers'  guides  and  new  materials  have  been 
added  to  the  kits.  These  revised  lessons  are  still 
primarily  teacher-directed  and  emphasize  stu- 
dent conducted  experiments.  .Each  kit  contains 
sufficient  materials  for  the  use  of  30  students. 

SCSP  inservice  courses  are  available  to  ele- 
mentary teachers  on  school  sites  where  ten  or 
more  teachers  are  interested.  Other  teachers  will 
be  able  to  join  a  "host"  school.  It  is  hoped  that  a 
sufficient  number  of  kindergarten  teachers  will 
request  inservice  so  that  a  separate  session  can 
be  offered  to  them. 

A  new  teachers'  guide  and  kit  especially 
geared  for  kindergarten  students  are  now  avail- 
able. Each  participant  will  receive  a  teachers' 
guide,  student  worksheets,  a  science  kit  for  class 
use,  access  to  loan  materials,  and  one  or  two 
units  of  inservice  credit  depending  upon  the 
number  of  hours  of  involvement.

Subjective  Learning  Techniques 

Two  units,  noncollege  credit,  32  hours, 
7  to  8  a.m.  daily,  starting  October  10,  at 
Marina  Junior  High  School  (after  school 
or  evening  class  can  be  arranged  if  suffici- 
ent interest  is  shown) . 

Emphasis  is  on  learning  specific  techniques 
for  achieving  and  keeping  inner  peace  and  con- 
tentment even  in  the  midst  of  chaos.

technological  research  conducted  by  Rus- 
sell Abraham,  CEC  media  specialist.  Mr. 
Abraham  has  developed  a  system  which 
provides  for  stereophonic  sound  as  well  as 
the  automated  feature  on  the  productions. 

Most  media  systems  do  not  allow  for 
stereophonic  sound  as  well  as  the  automa- 
tion. However,  stereophonic  sound  tracks 
were  considered  vital  to  the  CEC's  design 
for  instructional  media  in  the  classroom. 
Students  often  record  in  languages  other 
than  English  (Spanish,  Chinese,  Tagalog) 
and  in  layer  sounds  such  as  original  stu- 
dent music,  environmental  sounds  from  re- 
search projects,  and  uniquely  staged 
sounds. 

With  Mr.  Abraham's  innovation,  auto- 
mation can  be  accomplished  as  well  as  the 
multi-lingual  tracks  with  layered  sounds. 

Schools  currently  being  installed  with 
automated  multi-media  centers  include 
Geary,  Emerson,  James  Lick,  Everett,  and 
two  senior  high  schools  not  yet  selected. 

Inservice  in  the  maximum  utilization  of 
classroom  media  is  being  planned  at  each 
school  site.

•    Notice  from  Health  Service  System 

The  following  notice  for  the  information 
of  SFUSD  employees  is  furnished  by  the 
Health  Service  System  pertaining  to  mem- 
bers requesting  leaves  of  absence: 

"Prior  to  commencing  a  leave  of  ab- 
sence without  pay,  a  member  shall  notify 
the  Health  Service  System  of  such  leave 
and  make  arrangements  to  make  contribu- 
tions directly  to  the  System  in  advance  for 
the  period  of  such  leave.  It  shall  be  the 
member's  responsibility  to  so  notify  the 
System. 

"Unpaid  contributions  during  such 
leave  of  absence  without  pay  shall  be  con- 
sidered delinquent  contributions.  Mem- 
bers o.n  leave  without  pay  are  considered 
city  employees  whether  on  a  business 
leave,  maternity  leave,  or  personal  leave 
and  must  continue  such  coverage  in  the 
System.  They  may  cancel  eligible  depend- 
ents. 

"Members  must  contact  the  System  30 
days  before  commencing  a  leave  of  ab- 
sence to  make  arrangements  to  pay  prem- 
iums direct.  Delinquent  dues  will  be  col- 
lected from  the  member's  payroll  warrant 
when  member  returns  to  work.  Should  the 
member  resign  or  for  any  other  reason 
terminate,  said  delinquency  will  be  placed 
as  a  lien  against  monies  held  by  member 
in  the  Retirement  System."

Flu,  Tetanus  Shots  Planned 


All  city  employees  may  avail  themselves 
of  influenza  (flu)  and  tetanus  immuniza- 
tions again  this  year  under  the  program 
sponsored  by  the  San  Francisco  Municipal 
Employees  Health  Organization. 

Influenza  primary  vaccination  (and  an- 
nual booster  dose)  this  year  requires  a 
single  injection  at  $1.50  of  a  new  multi- 
virus  vaccine  manufactured  by  Parke 
Davis  to  be  given  during  the  1st  dose 
series,  and  for  this  year  only,  a  single  in- 
jection of  a  one  virus  vaccine  at  $1  during 
the  2nd  dose  series. 

Persons  missing  the  multi-virus  vaccine 
immunization  during  the  1st  dose  series 
can  receive  it  at  the  time  of  the  2nd  dose 
series,  securing  the  one-virus  vaccine  in- 
jection two  or  more  weeks  later  from  their 
usual  sources  of  care. 

Tetanus  toxoid  immunization  will  also 
be  available  at  a  cost  of  $1  per  injection.

Children  will  be  placed  in  the  appropri- 
ate educational  school  and/or  program 
within  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  as  indicated  by  the  examination 
given. 

Problem-identified  children  will  receive 
further  evaluation  oriented  towards  refer- 
ral to  an  agency  or  agencies  equipped  to 
assist  in  the  ultimate  solution  of  the  prob- 
lem.

Teachers  Visit  Countries  in  Asia     Dr.  Hopp  Voted  Presided 

Of  Board  of  Education! 


Bob  Golton,  Galileo  High  (center),  was  invited  to  lecture  to  students  and  faculty  of  the  Institute  of 
Education  in  Singapore  on  the  topic  "Mathematics  Education  in  the  United  States."  Later,  a  tour  of 
the  Institute  included  looking  at  a  filmstrip  with  Mrs.  Koh  Joo  Leng  (Audio  Visual  Department) 
and  Wong  Hee  Sing  (Mathematics  Department  Head). 


Fourteen  members  of  the  SFUSD  staff 
received  grants  this  summer  from  the  U.  S. 
Office  of  Education  to  take  part  in  a 
workshop  entitled  "America's  Chinese 
Heritage."  The  group  spent  two  months 
in  Asia  —  six  weeks  in  Singapore,  one 
week  in  Malaysia,  and  one  week  in  Hong 
Kong  —  experiencing  life  in  Asian  Chinese 
communities. 

The  formal  program  consisted  of  classes 
on  Chinese  heritage  and  culture  as  well  as 
an  intensive  study  of  the  lives  and  prob- 
lems of  the  overseas  Chinese  in  Singapore. 

The  group  was  able  to  devote  time  to 
studying  the  educational  system  in  that 
city  and  developed   curriculum  materials 


and   insights  which  will   prove   useful   in 
their  teaching  positions.

The  Administrators'  Workshop  of  1973 
was  designed  to  acquaint  principals  and 
school  site  administrators  with  the  princi- 
ples of  developing  performance  objectives 
necessary  for  implementing  a  program 
budgeting  system.

Planning  Office  of  Albert  Silverstein  will 
be  made  available  to  individual  schools  to 
aid  in  staff  training. 

The  principal  may  elect  to  use  the 
training  model  in  a  weekend  workshop  or 
as  a  weekly  semester  inservice  course 
which  can  be  held  at  the  school  site.  In- 
crement credit  for  teachers  for  this  course 
can  be  arranged  through  the  Personnel 
Division.

Sales  Tax  for  Bonds 

Will  Propositions  A  and  B  increase 
the  property  tax  for  San  Francisco 
residents? 

A  September  5  editorial  in  the  San 
Francisco  Examiner  stated  in  part)  : 

"It  is  a  fact  acknowledged  by  City 
Controller  Nathan  Cooper  that  proper- 
ty taxes  have  not  been  used  to  pay  off 
any  of  San  Francisco's  bonded  debt  for 
almost  a  quarter  of  a  century  .  .  . 

"Cooper  argues  that  if  there  were  no 
bonds,  the  sales  tax  revenue  could  be 
placed  in  the  general  fund  and  could 
then  be  used  to  reduce  the  property  tax 
.  .  .  Even  if  one  embraces  his  argument, 
the  effect  of  a  bond  issue  is  not  to  in- 
crease taxes  but  to  prevent  a  potential 
decline  in  the  property  tax  .  .  . 

"Cooper's  argument  .  .  .  ignores  the 
fact  that  city  law  mandates  the  use  of 
sales  tax  revenue  for  bond  redemptions

WHEREAS,  we  recognize  the  National

its    continuing    policy    along    with    other 
American  employers  that: 

1.  Our  employee's  job  and  career  oppor- 
tunities will  not  be  limited  or  reduced  be- 
cause of  their  service  in  the  Guard  or 
Reserve; 

2.  Our  employees  will  be  granted  leaves 
of  absence  for  military  training  in  the 
Guard  or  Reserve  without  sacrifice  of  va- 
cation time;  and 

3.  This  agreement  and  the  resultant 
District  policies  will  be  made  known 
throughout  the  organization  and  announc- 
ed in  District  publications  and  through 
other  existing  means  of  communication. 


Few  bond  issues  have  been  as  important 
to  San  Francisco  as  Propositions  A  and  B. 
If  the  bonds  should  fail,  nearly  fifty  public 
schools  will  close  in  less  than  two  years 
under  the  law  of  the  State  of  California. 

While  faculties,  parents  and  administra- 
tion can  appreciate  the  urgency  of  the  situ- 
ation, it  '  advantageous  to  know  a  few 
facts  whci  discussing  the  merits  of  the 
bond  issue  with  friends. 

First,  a  California  State  Law,  the  Field 
Act,  requires  that  all  public  schools  must 
meet  certain  structural  safety  standards 
for  earthquake  by  June  30,  1975,  or  close 
down.  San  Francisco  has  51  public  school 
buildings  which  do  not  meet  these  stan- 
dards and  14  children's  centers  for  chil- 
dren of  preschool  age  in  these  buildings. 

Although  the  law  does  not  require  that 
such  centers  meet  earthquake  safety  stan- 
dards, San  Francisco's  school  officials  have 
felt  that  there  is  a  moral  obligation  to  pro- 
vide equally  safe  school  facilities  for  young- 
er children. 

Secondly,  if  the  bond  issue  fails,  this 
would  result  in  half-day  school  sessions, 
massive  relocation  of  students,  and  drastic 
increases  in  the  number  of  students  per 
classroom. 

The  tax  costs  of  such  an  upheaval  have 
not  been  calculated,  but  they  would  be 
large.  Some  experts  have  even  said  that 
the  San  Francisco  public  school  system 
would  quite  literally  be  brought  to  a  stand- 
still if  the  Field  Act  requirements  cannot 
be  met  in  time. 

Finally,  since  1948  no  property  tax  rev- 
enues have  been  used  to  repay  bonds.  The 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  uses 
sales  tax  revenues  to  retire  bonds. 

A  San  Francisco  Examiner  editorial  of 
September  25,  1973  expressed  this  fact  in 
a  succinct  manner.  The  following  excerpts 
from  the  editorial  are  applicable  to  Propo- 
sitions A  and  .B. 

"It  is  a  fact  acknowledged  by  City  Con- 
troller Nathan  Cooper  that  property  taxes 
have  not  been  used  to  pay  off  any  of  San 
Francisco's  bonded  debt  for  almost  a 
quarter  of  a  century.

The  District's  Data  Processing  Center 
at  135  Van  Ness  Avenue  is  in  the  midst  of 
developing  a  computerized  attendance  ac- 
counting system  which  will  have  import- 
ant ramifications  in  the  area  of  student 
record  keeping  for  all  of  the  city's  second- 
ary schools. 

The  system,  which  is  presently  being 
piloted  at  Abraham  Lincoln  and  Mission 
High  Schools,  will  be  able  to  collect,  store, 
and  report  the  daily  attendance  of  each 
student,  even  to  the  point  of  each  class 
period. 

Counselors  and  administrtors  will  be 
able  to  secure  immediate  information  on 
each  student  so  that  patterns  of  attend- 
ance can  be  noted  and  problems  in  this 
area  can  be  dealt  with. 

In  addition,  the  schools  will  use  this 
computer  service  to  correct  or  change  ex- 
isting personal  records  on  each  student  en- 
rolled including  such  information  as  name, 
address,  telephone  number,  grade,  home- 
room, sex,  birth  data,  emergency  phone 
and  contacts,  and  so  forth. 

Each  pilot  school  has  a  video  display 


terminal,  similar  to  a  television  set,  and 
also  a  small  printer  connected  directly 
with  the  135  Van  Ness  Data  Processing 
Center  so  that  attendance  records  and  per- 
sonal information  on  any  student  at  that 
school  can  be  put  on  the  terminal  screen 
for  viewing  and/or  printout  right  at  the 
school  site. 

Another  service  which  will  be  performed 
is  the  development  of  class  profiles  which 
school  staff  can  use  to  assist  in  expediting 
student  subject/classroom  assignment.  A 
profile  on  each  class  showing  period  it 
meets,  room  number,  teacher's  name,  class 
enrollment,  number  of  vacancies,  and  ra- 
cial composition  can  be  flashed  immediate- 
ly on  terminal's  screen  to  aid  counselors  in 
programming  students. 

Information  on  student  attendance,  stu- 
dent records,  and  class  profiles  in  a  given 
school  will  be  available  only  to  that  school. 
In  other  words  one  school  cannot  obtain 
such  information  on  students  enrolled  at 
another  school.

Playground  Structure  Completed 


Miraloma  Elementary  School  is  the  site  of  a  newly  constructed,  unique  playground  structure 
which  was  built  entirely  by  parents,  school  children,  and  community  volunteers.  The  popular 
play  structure  is  some  45  feet  by  1  8  feet  and  consists  of  five  levels,  primarily  made  of  wood 
and  steel  pipes.  It  includes  climbing  apparatus,  a  cargo  net,  a  slide,  horizontal  ladder,  turning 
bar,  climbing  tower,  and  fireman's  pole.  Architect  David  Gast  drew  up  the  plans  for  the 
structure  which  can  accommodate  up  to  100  children  at  a  time.  Miraloma  is  located  at  175 
Omar  Way.

Will  Explore  History, 
Achievements,  Customs 

An  exhibition  entitled  Three  Genera- 
tions of  Chinese  —  East  and  West  will  be 
presented  by  the  Chinese  Culture  Founda- 
tion and  Chinese  Historical  Society  start- 
ing December  15  and  will  continue  through 
February  15,  1974. 

District  teachers  will  have  an  opportun- 
ity to  preview  this  extensive  Chinese  Am- 
erican exhibit  at  a  two-hour  mini-work- 
shop to  be  held  on  the  following  two  dates : 
Monday,  December  17,  from  4  to  6  p.m. 
and  Wednesday,  January  9,  from  4  to  6 
p.m.  at  the  Chinese  Cultural  Center. 

Essential  background  information  on  the 
exhibit  will  be  provided  in  order  to  assist 
teachers  in  bringing  their  classes  for  a  tour.

The  over-all  exhibit  will  explore  histori- 
cal events,  social  customs,  and  cultural 
achievements  of  the  Chinese  in  America 
since  1850. 

A  collection  of  artifacts,  photographs, 
letters,  personal  mementoes,  and  posters 
will  document  contributions  the  Chinese 
made  in  the  areas  of  mining,  railroad  con- 
struction, agriculture,  industry,  and  science 
in  spite  of  the  problems  the  Chinese  had  in 
immigration  abuses,  exclusion  acts,  acquir- 
ing American  citizenship,  labor  discrimin- 
ation, and  religious,  social,  and  political 
persecutions. 

Also  presented  will  be  the  role  Chinese 
Americans  took  in  building  modern  China 
during  the  major  political  and  social  revo- 
lution led  by  Dr.  Sun  Yat-scn  in  1911. 

The  exhibition,  originally  designed  by 
the  Special  Exhibits  and  Education  De- 
partment of  the  Oakland  Museum,  will  be 
augmented  by  collections  from  the  Chinese 
Historical  Society  of  America.

Students  and  teachers  at  Francis  Scott 
Key  School  are  involved  this  year  in  the 
Monterey  Total  Reading  Program  on  a 
pilot  basis,  the  first  time  a  District  school 
has  utilized  this  program. 

Total  Reading  is  a  complete  language 
arts  program  integrating  the  teaching  of 
reading,  writing,  spelling,  and  speech.  A 
decoding  phonetic  approach  is  used  in 
reading  with  strong  emphasis  on  compre- 
hension and  vocabulary  growth. 

Reading  is  individualized,  and  self-re- 
liance is  fostered  from  the  beginning,  al- 
lowing each  child  to  proceed  at  his  own 
pace  and  making  him  independent  of  the 
teacher  as  early  as  is  compatible  with  his 
ability. 

Consideration  is  given  to  the  immature 
learner,  and  advanced  material  is  provid- 
ed for  faster  students. 

The  overall  program  is  developed  at 
several  levels.  The  primary  emphasis  is  on 
decoding  of  words  with  oral  preparation 
for  reading  comprehension  and  creativity. 
The  next  emphasis  is  on  reading  compre- 
hension and  sentence  writing,  followed  by 
a  higher  level  emphasis  on  spelling  and 
creative  writing  with  continued  emphasis 
on  comprehension  through  wide  reading 
experiences. 

The  program  is  characterized  by  con- 
tinuous testing  at  the  end  of  each  level  to 
ascertain  whether  the  children  have  met 
the  stated  objectives. 

Several  teachers  at  Francis  Scott  Key 
attended  sessions  during  the  summer  on 
the  Total  Reading  Program  to  become 
more  familiar  with  the  materials  and  ap- 
proaches. 

During  October  and  November,  Satur- 
day and  instructional  planning  day  work- 
shops were  held  for  teachers,  paraprofes- 


sionals, and  parents  at  the  school  during 
which  times  developers  of  the  program 
worked  with  teachers  in  preparing  them 
to  use  the  program's  approaches.

In  keeping  with  the  District's  emphasis 
on  reading  as  a  top  priority,  Dr.  James 
Duggins,  associate  professor,  secondary 
education,  San  Francisco  State  University, 
is  currently  working  with  the  Reading 
Office  to  facilitate  liaison  with  cooperative 
and  multi-agency  reading  resources. 

Dr.  Duggin's  assignment  has  been  made 
possible  through  a  grant  from  the  San 
Francisco  Foundation  naming  him  reading 
liaison  officer  and  professor-in-residence 
for  the  year  working  with  Roy  Minkler, 
Director  of  Reading,  and  his  staff. 

.The  reading  liaison  officer  will  develop 
a  closer  relationship  with  the  School  Dis- 
trict and  available  reading  resources  which 
are  now  only  partly  realized.  Emphasis 
will  be  given  to  improving  such  relation- 


ships with  colleges  and  universities  and 
with  multi-agency  sources  in  the  Bay  Area. 

Development  of  a  better  understanding 
of  the  reading  services  available  to  school 
children  and  teachers  as  well  as  orienta- 
tion of  college  and  university  faculties  to 
the  reading  needs  and  goals  of  the  District 
is  one  important  aspect  of  the  program. 

In  addition,  where  development  of  pro- 
grams necessitates  combinations  of  talent 
and  expertise  not  previously  assembled, 
this  liaison  will  identify  and  coordinate 
the  efforts  of  ad  hoc  groups  representing 
resources  from  the  Bay  Area  community. 

During  the  year,  Dr.  Duggins  will  be 
considering  and  responding  to  District 
problems  of  reading  evaluation  and  mea- 
surement, inservice  teacher  needs,  vendor 
selection,  quality  control,  and  the  adminis- 
tration of  new  or  innovative  reading  ap- 
proaches. 

He  is  also  exploring  the  extent  to  which 
other  large  cities  with  similar  problems 
and  resources  are  resolving  such  concerns. 
With  the  Director  of  Reading,  he  is  out- 
lining procedures  to  guide  decisions  con- 
cerning the  most  effective  use  of  external 
reading  resources. 

Mr.  Minkler  and  Dr.  Duggins  will  be 
able  to  make  recommendations  about  such 
things  as  which  services  to  children  are 
best  a  regular  on-going  part  of  the  SFUSD 
reading  program  and  what  is  to  be  main- 
tained as  ad  hoc  external  support  services. 

As  a  result  of  such  efforts,  an  operating- 
model  for  the  continued  development  and 
utilization  of  academic  and  community 
resources  will  be  fashioned.

'Hooked  on  Books'  Inservice  Stresses  Reading 


All  District  teachers,  librarians,  and  ad- 
ministrators, regardless  of  grade  level  or 
subject  field,  who  are  interested  in  learn- 
ing more  about  individualizing  reading 
with  motivational  materials,  are  invited  to 
attend  a  new  inservice  program,  "Hooked 
on  Books." 

Sponsored  by  the  District's  Reading 
Office,  the  program  strives  to  develop  ap- 
proaches which  make  reading  instruction 
more  exciting  for  the  reluctant  reader. 

Because  of  the  different  management  re- 
quirement of  an  individualized  program 
utilizing  a  broad  range  of  materials  and 
the  added  competence  teachers  must  have 
with  reading  diagnosis,  prescription,  and 
evaluation,  this  inservice  opportunity  has 
been  created.  It  is  designed  to  help  par- 
ticipants learn  the  principles  and  practices 
of  such  individualization. 

In  addition  to  classroom  methods,  major 
Bay  Area  resources  for  such  programs  will 
be  reviewed.  The  course  staff,  Roy  Mink- 
ler, Mrs.  Fannie  Preston,  and  Dr.  James 
Duggins,    will    be    supplemented    by    Bay 


Area  librarians,  publishers,  children's 
authors,  and  resource  personnel. 

Those  who  are  interested  will  begin  "to 
tool  up"  in  January  so  classroom  programs 
can  be  started  in  the  spring. 

The  course  will  offer  one  unit  of  inserv- 
ice credit  for  developing  skills  in  diagnosis, 
prescription,  book  selection,  and  evalua- 
tion of  individualized  reading  programs.

Class  activities  range  from  work  on  a 
treadmill  and  parallel  bars  to  use  of  the 
universal  gym. 


Modified  games  of  bowling,  shuffle- 
board,  and  badminton  are  played,  along 
with  dominoes,  ping  pong,  chess,  and 
checkers. 

An  observer  of  the  program  is  immedi- 
ately impressed  with  the  enthusiasm  dis- 
played by  the  students,  many  of  whom 
have  serious  physical  handicaps,  as  they 
work  out  on  the  various  muscle  rehabilitat- 
ing and  strengthening  equipment. 

Also  immediately  observable  is  the  en- 
thusiasm and  dedication  of  the  McAteer 
staff  as  they  work  with  students  who  need 
what  the  adaptive  physical  education 
course  offers.

A  plan  to  integrate  the  District's  sec- 
ondary schools  in  September  1974  is  ex- 
pected to  be  recommended  to  the  Board  of 
Education  tomorrow  evening,  January  8, 
by  Superintendent  Steven  P.  Morena. 

An  integration  task  force  has  spent 
the  month  of  December  studying  the  four 
approaches  to  integration  presented  No- 
vember 27,  1973,  to  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion by  the  Secondary  Desegregation  Com- 
mittee. Daily  progress  reports  from  the 
task  force  were  submitted  to  the  superin- 
tendent's cabinet  for  review. 

A  series  of  five  community  meetings  to 
discuss  integration  of  the  city's  junior 
and  senior  high  schools  was  held  in  mid- 
December  to  obtain  public  reaction  and  to 
hear  public  concerns. 

The  dates  and  sites  of  the  meetings  were 
December  17  —  Horace  Mann  and  Ma- 
rina Junior  High  Schools;  December  18  — 
Benjamin  Franklin  and  Portola  Junior 
High  Schools;  and  December  19  —  Abra- 
ham Lincoln  High  School. 

Community  responses  at  the  meetings 
regarding  integration  were  reported  to  the 
task  force,  the  cabinet,  and  the  superin- 
tendent. 

Dr.  Morena  has  stressed  the  urgency  for 
development  of  a  plan  by  January  8  so 
that  the  School  District  will  be  able  to 
meet  deadlines  for  federal  integration 
funds  which  are  available  under  the  Emer- 
gency School  Assistance  Act. 

He  has  emphasized  that  selection  of  a 
broad,  flexible  plan  would  allow  for  early 
identification  of  the  school  asignments  for 
students.  It  would  also  provide  time  for 
the  faculties  at  school  sites  and  the  admin- 
istrative staff  to  build  the  necessary  edu- 
cational components  for  a  comprehensive 
integration  plan. 

Carlos  Cornejo,  the  newly  appointed 
Director  of  Integration  and  Community 
Relations,  and  his  staff  have  been  available 
to  members  of  the  public  every  day  on  a 
drop-in  basis  in  the  cafeteria  conference 
room  at  135  Van  Ness  Avenue  from  1 1  to 
12  p.m. 

He  and  his  staff  presented  an  integra- 
tion plan  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Education  convening  as  a  committee  of 
the  whole  on  January  3,  1974.

Central  Food  Plant  Approved 


Authorization  to  proceed  with  plans  and 
specifications  for  construction  of  a  central 
food  services  plant  was  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Education  at  its  December  11, 
1973  meeting. 

The  plan,  which  was  developed  by 
Flambert  and  Flambert,  Inc.,  Consultants 
and  Designers  of  Food  Service  Systems, 
calls  for  the  operation  of  the  District's 
Cafeteria  Division  to  be  supported  by  a 
central  plant  which  will  function  as  a 
warehouse  for  food  and  related  supplies,  a 
central  food  processing  plant,  and  as  office 
space  for  the  headquarters  of  the  Cafeteria 
Division. 

The  Double  Rock  site,  bounded  by  Don- 
ner  and  Egbert  Avenues  and  Ingalls  Street, 
has  been  selected  as  the  location  and  is  on 
property  owned  by  the  District. 

The  projected  cost  of  the  project  has 
been  given  as  $4.1  million  with  a  comple- 
tion date  of  July  1,  1975. 

The  Board  of  Education  also  approved 
the  negotiation  of  an  extension  to  the 
agreement  with  Flambert  and  Flambert, 
Inc.,  to  continue  its  consultant  services 
with  the  District  for  the  design,  construc- 
tion, and  implementation  of  the  approved 
plan. 

Superintendent  Morena  was  given  the 
"go-ahead"  to  proceed  with  the  selection 
of  a  project  architect  for  the  design  and 
specifications  for  construction  of  the  first 


increment  of  the  central  plant  and  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  selection  of  a  project  facili- 
tator for  the  purpose  of  coordination,  ex- 
pediting, and  liaison  with  Flambert  and 
Flambert,  Inc.  and  the  District.

As  soon  as  the  winter  weather  subsides, 
parents,  students,  and  teachers  will  begin 
a  large  outdoor  mural  on  the  concrete  wall 
surrounding  the  playyard.  In  the  spring  a 
"greening  of  the  schoolyard  program"  is 
envisioned  with  seeds,  bulbs,  shrubs,  flow- 
ers, and  trees  being  planted. 

Thanks  to  strong  faculty  support,  the 
students  at  the  school  are,  in  Mr.  Borup's 
words,  "being  turned  on."  Soon  the  chil- 
dren will  begin  creating  stained  glass  win- 
dows in  the  halls,  doors,  and  cafeteria. 

"We  have  extended  an  open  invitation 
to  the  Jedediah  Smith  Community  to 
come  in  and  work  alongside  the  students. 
We  have  encouraged  college  students  who 
anticipate  entering  the  educational  field  to 
assist  us  in  the  program,"  Mr.  Borup  adds. 

The  overall  effect  has  been  to  instill 
pride  in  the  students  for  their  creative

When  Mission  High  School  was  forced 
to  move  this  past  fall  because  of  Field  Act 
reconstruction  work,  concern  was  express- 
ed by  students  and  staff  over  the  future  of 
some  of  the  murals  which  adorn  the  walls 
of  the  building  at  18th  and  Dolores 
Streets. 

Cornelius  Murphy,  assistant  principal, 
led  inquiries  into  what  would  happen  to 
the  art  work  which  has  for  so  long  been  a 
part  of  the  school. 

Mr.  Murphy  knew  that  one  of  the  stair- 
way walls  which  had  to  be  removed  con- 
tained a  mural  by  artist  Nils  Gren,  en- 
titled "Arts  and  Sciences",  which  was  in- 
stalled in  the  early  1930's.

Creative  Demonstrations  Introduced 


Mrs.  Helen  Lustig,  coordinator  of  the  ESEA  Title  I  Compensatory  Education  Program  at  Spring  Val- 
ley School,  is  seen  above  as  she  introduces  live  animals  into  one  of  her  creative  demonstration 
programs.  Through  the  use  of  the  "Discovery  Day"  approach,  teachers  and  students  at  the  school 
have  been  benefiting  from  Mrs.  Lustig's  innovative  methods  and  programs. 


Have  you  ever  been  kissed  by  a  snake? 
Well,  students  at  Spring  Valley  School 
have  when  they  participated  in  the  dem- 
onstration activities  developed  by  Mrs. 
Helen  Lustig,  coordinator  of  compensa- 
tory education,  ESEA,  Title  I,  at  the 
school. 

One  recent  series  of  student-centered 
activities  focused  on  live  animals  brought 
into  the  school's  learning  center.  The  na- 
tural curiosity  of  children  toward  animals 
was  used  to  initiate  a  number  of  learning 
tasks  which  were  geared  to  developing 
skills  in  reading,  mathematics,  language, 
art,  and  science. 

Mrs.  Lustig  designs  the  task-oriented 
activities  which  include  materials  and 
printed  instructions  related  to  an  over-all 
theme.  Bringing  live  animals  to  the  stu- 
dents provided  a  focus  which  motivated 
the  children  to  ask  questions,  satisfy  curi- 
osity, and  proceed  to  work  on  a  number 
of  research-oriented  projects  and  prob- 
lems which  could  be  completed  in  rela- 
tively short  periods  of  time. 

Many  students  who  began  the  session 
with  a  fear  of  snakes  concluded  the  pro- 
ject by  laughingly  experiencing  a  snake 
kiss  as  they  touched  and  learned  about  the 
animals. 

On  another  occasion,  the  students  were 
studying  the  contributions  of  Chinese  cul- 
ture and  the  Chinese  New  Year.  Mrs.  Lus- 
tig prepared  a  number  of  learning-demon- 
stration stations  through  which  the  stu- 
dents could  gain  experience,  knowledge, 
and  appreciation  of  Chinese  contributions. 
The  task  cards  were  originated  by  Janet 
Leonard  of  Daniel  Webster  School. 

At  one  station  children  worked  at  paper 


folding;  at  another,  fortune  cookie  writ- 
ing; and  at  another,  block  printing.  Still 
others  worked  at  kite  making,  baking  ses- 
ame seed  cookies,  brush  painting,  making 
Chinese  ink,  making  an  abacus,  caligra- 
phy,  toothpick  house  designs,  to  name 
some. 

Elizabeth  Hall,  Spring  Valley  principal, 
comments  that  Mrs.  Lustig's  novel  and 
creative  approach  has  led  to  great  enthus- 
iasm on  the  part  of  students  and  teachers. 

The  demonstrations  have  served  to  mot- 
ivate children  and  have  served  as  stimuli 
to  teachers  to  utilize  similar  techniques  in 
their  classrooms.

Change  in  Postal  Rates 

Postal  rate  changes  will  become  ef- 
fective March  2,  1974.  First  class  mail 
will  increase  from  8  cents  to  10  cents 
per  ounce,  and  air  mail  postage  will  in- 
crease from  11  cents  to  13  cents  per 
ounce. 

All  departments  of  the  District  may 
continue  to  use  their  existing  denomin- 
ations and  order  a  sufficient  quantity 
of  one  cent  stamps  to  provide  for  prop- 
er postage  for  the  increase  in  rates.  A 
supply  of  10  cent  stamps  is  also  avail- 
able from  the  warehouse.

A  detailed  transportation  study  for  the 
purpose  of  showing  the  cost  effectiveness 
of  several  transportation  models  from 
which  the  Board  of  Education  will  be  able 
to  select  the  one  most  appropriate  to  San 
Francisco  for  the  1975-1980  period  was 
approved  by  the  Board. 

The  study  will  be  made  by  the  Charles 
W.  Pickens.  Company,  a  firm  which  has 
provided  planning  and  evaluation  services 
for  the  District  from  time  to  time  since  the 
desegregation  /  integration  transportation 
program  was  initiated. 

It  has  been  recommended  that  the  con- 
tract for  school  bus  transportation  during 
the  1975-1980  period  be  awarded  no  later 
than  September  1,  1974,  if  a  smooth  trans- 
ition to  another  bus  company  is  desired. 

In  order  to  provide  for  this  orderly 
transition,  there  is  a  requirement  for  a 
detailed  transportation  study  which  will 
indicate  the  cost  effectiveness  of  a  number 
of  transportation  models.

Editorial  Praises  Manual 


Last  month  television  station  KPIX 
( Channel  5 )  featured  an  editorial  by  Louis 
S.  Simon,  Area  Vice  President,  on  the  sub- 
ject of  the  District's  Students  Rights  and 
Responsibilities  Manual.  The  text  of  the 
editorial  is  printed  here  for  the  informa- 
tion of  District  staff  members. 

"In  1971,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of 
Education  adopted  a  document  which  de- 
fined the  rights  and  responsibilities  of  Stu- 
dents in  the  Unified  School  District.  It  is 
probably  the  most  advanced  document  of 
its  kind  in  the  country.  It  tells  Secondary 
School  students  what  their  responsibilities 
are,  such  as:  self  discipline,  respecting  the 
rights  of  others,  and  refraining  from  doing 
anything  which  interferes  with  the  regular 
operation  of  the  school  program. 

"On  the  other  hand,  it  also  states  some 
very  important  student  rights.  Here  are 
some  examples:  The  right  to  have  freely 
elected  student  governments  and  help   to

"All  in  all,  the  document  is  an  excep- 
tional one.  But  unfortunately,  many  par- 
ents and  students  don't  know  it  exists.  For 
'that  reason,  a  one  page  summary  (like  this 
one)  is  now  being  distributed  to  every  Sec- 
ondary School  student.  We  urge  that  it  be 
read  by  every  student  and  his  family. 
Though  it  has  already  had  considerable 
effect  on  the  relations  students  have  with 
each  other  and  with  teachers  and  faculty, 
the  statement  of  Students  Rights  and  Re- 
sponsibilities can  do  a  great  deal  more  if 
its  contents  are  more  widely  understood."

1.  A  six  percent  cost  of  living  increase 
for  all  teachers  including  teachers  serving 
in  Children's  Centers,  in  Pre-Kindergarten 
programs  and  all  teachers  working  in  spe- 
cial programs  on  an  hourly  rate. 

2.  Effective  July  1,  1974,  Career  In- 
crement B  (equal  to  a  normal  increment) 
is  established  for  those  who  have  been 
placed  at  Career  Increment  A  for  three 
complete  school  years.  No  back  payment 
is  authorized. 

3.  Ten  (10)  additional  days  of  paid  va- 
cation for  all  teachers  serving  in  Children's 
Centers  and  Pre-Kindergarten  Programs. 

4.  Two  (2)  additional  sick  leave  days 
per  year  for  all  teachers  serving  in  the 
Children's  Centers  and  Pre-Kindergarten

The  Media  Library  at  Paul  Revere 
School  was  recently  commended  by  the 
State  Department  of  Education  for  the 
success  of  its  Communication  Arts  Team 
Program,  ESEA  Title  III. 

Paul  Revere  is  an  intermediate  school 
with  about  375  students.  One-third  of  the 
students  are  bused  to  school  as  part  of  the 
District's  desegregation/integration  pro- 
gram. 

The  Media  Library  is  located  in  the 
center  of  the  school  with  twelve  class- 
rooms surrounding  it. 

Some  of  the  interesting  features  of  the 
library  include  a  small  darkroom  where 
students  develop  their  own  prints,  a  col- 
lection of  4,900  print  items  and  1,700  non- 
print  items  that  can  be  checked  out,  video- 
taping equipment  for  televising  the 
speeches  and  plays  that  students  write,  a 
mobile  kitchen  unit  which  can  be  used  by 
teachers  and  students  in  the  classroom  for 
demonstrating  ethnic  cooking,  a  roll- 
around  chemistry  lab,  newspapers  from 
around  the  country  and  a  comfortable 
reading  area. 

Students  have  just  completed  a  puppet 
theater  for  doing  original  plays.  They  also 
created  an  electronic  Wizard  House  from 
an  old  telephone  booth  which  is  used  for 
oral  and  written  communications.  "The 
Wizard"  responds  to  messages  written  on 
special  stationery. 

The  program,  according  to  directors 
Barbara  Dahl  and  Marie  Mathios,  has 
also  made  the  students  aware  of  the  en- 
vironment. Trips  have  been  made  to  near- 
by Farmers'  Market  as  well  as  to  the  sur- 
rounding countryside  where  students  gath-

Tuberculin  Exam  Is  Required      Seek  Black  Student  Art 


Education  Code  Section  11708  states 
that  all  District  employees,  without  excep- 
tion, must  have  a  tuberculin  examination 
upon  employment  and  every  four  years 
thereafter.  Compliance  with  this  law  is  a 
condition  of  continued  employment. 

If  an  employee  has  not  filed  record  of 
an  examination  taken  since  June,  1969, 
the  person  must  be  examined  and  submit 
the  report  to  the  Personnel  Services  Divi- 
sion. The  examination  may  be  taken  with- 
out cost  at:

Decision  Is  Remember 

Superintendent  of  Schools  S 
P.  Morena,  calls  the  attention  of  the 
trict  staff  to  the  20th  anniversary  on 
17,  1974  of  the  U.  S.  Supreme  Court's 
famous  Brown  V.  Board  of  Educatioi 
cision. 

On  May  17,  1954,  a  date  that  wi 
down  as  a  momentous  day  in  the  ann; 
both  school  and  legal  history,  the  U. 
States  Supreme  Court  held  that  r 
discrimination  in  public  education  i< 
constitutional. 

The  court  ruled  that  in  the  field  of 
lie  education,  the  doctrine  of  separati 
equal  has  no  place.  The  equality  in 
cational  opportunity  is  broader  than  e< 
ity  in  facilities,  qualifications  of  teai 
and  the  like  —  the  mere  separation 
stitutes  a  psychological  barrier. 

This  profound  decision  has  since 
broadened  to  include  not  only  de  jun 
regation  —  segregation     established 
maintained  by  governmental  authorit)|ffll . , 
also  de  facto  segregation,  which  arise  rat', 
of  the  operation  of  traditional  neigir 
hood  school  policy  in  areas  of  racial  i 
ration  in  residential  patterns.

Telephone  Teaching  Noted 


The  telephone  teachers  at  Sunshine 
School  recently  gave  a  poster  display  and 
color  slide  presentation  explaining  their 
programs  for  homebound  students. 

These  teachers  work  over  special  con- 
ference type  telephone  equipment  with 
students  who  cannot  attend  school  because 
of  physical  disabilities.  They  give  daily 
instruction  in  all  subjects  including  gar- 
dening, Advanced  French  and  bookkeep- 
ing. Each  teacher  handles  twelve  students. 

At  home,  each  student  has  a  telephone 
with  a  headset.  They  can  be  conferenced 
with  their  entire  group,  in  small  groups  or 
individually.  In  addition,  conferences  can 
be  held  among  the  students  while  the 
teacher  works  with  a  third  group. 

At  present  there  are  two  tele-classes. 
They  are  taught  by  Mrs.  Virginia  Fitz- 
gerald (grades  3-8)  and  Marguerite  Proll 
(grades  7-12). 


Classes  are  conducted  daily  on  a  mini- 
mum day  schedule,  the  teacher  spending 
the  rest  of  her  day  visiting  homes,  creating 
new  material  for  the  courses,  and  contact- 
ing medical  personnel.  Also,  the  teacher 
works  closely  with  the  home  school  for  a 
smooth  return  when  the  student  has  re- 
covered. 

Pupil  response  to  the  telephone-teaching 
program  has  been  very  enthusiastic.  Stu- 
dents often  return  to  school  having  ad- 
vanced a  grade  level  in  their  work.

Daniel  Webster  Is  'Getting  It  All  Together' 


As  the  visitor  walks  through  the  halls  of 
the  old  brick  structure,  he  senses  that  this 
is  a  place  where  things  are  happening  .  .  . 
and  happening  they  are. 

Some  two  years  ago  Daniel  Webster 
School  faculty  members  decided  that  they 
wanted  to  improve  the  educational  oppor- 
tunities for  students.  A  proposal  was  de- 
veloped which  required  the  teachers  to 
commit  themselves  to  individualized  in- 
struction in  the  areas  of  reading  and  math. 

Teachers,  administrators,  parents,  and 
paraprofessionals  joined  together  to  write 
the  proposal  which  would  lead  to  the  de- 
velopment of  reading  and  math  programs 
for  each  child  and  which  would  meet  the 
child's  individual  needs  and  learning  style 
and  through  which  the  child  could  pro- 
gress at  his  own  speed. 

Subsequently,  the  school  received  an 
ESEA  Title  I  Model  School  grant  to  imp- 
lement the  program. 

Today  the  individualized  program  is  in 
full  swing.  All  regular  classroom  teachers 
now  work  in  two-person  teams.  The  school 
morning  is  divided  into  two  90-minute 
periods  with  one  member  of  the  team 
teaching  math  and  the  other,  reading.    , 

Each  child  then  has  two  teachers  who 
are  able  to  intensify  their  efforts  in  one 
area  while  also  working  as  a  team  to  co- 
ordinate planning  and  instruction  in  both. 

The  compensatory  education  funds  re- 
sulting from  ESEA  Title  I  and  Senate  Bill 
90  monies  provide  for  a  resource  coordin- 
ator (Mrs.  Sharon  Guillestegui),  a  read- 
ing resource  teacher  (Joseph  Nye),  and  a 
math  resource  teacher  (Bernice  Donald- 
son). 

These  resource  staff  members  assist  with 
program  planning,  develop  diagnostic  and 
prescriptive  material,  and  provide  on- 
going, on-site  inservice  for  the  faculty  and 
other  personnel. 

Each  student  at  the  school  has  taken 
placement  tests  in  reading  and  math,  and 
the  results  have  been  recorded  on  individ- 
ual student  progress  profiles,  indicating  to 
the  teachers  the  student's  strengths  and 
weaknesses  and  indicating  where  the  stu- 
dent's instruction  should  begin. 

The  inservice  for  teachers  is  conducted 
on-site  and  is  held  twice  each  week.  The 
compensatory  education  funds  provide 
teachers  with  paraprofessional  services. 

In  addition,  the  school  has  an  ESAA  re- 
source teacher  in  the  person  of  Mrs.  Janet 
Leonard  who  has  developed  the  "discovery 
day"  concept  which  is  now  used  by  many 
schools  throughout  the  District.  Students 
explore  a  variety  of  discovery  tasks  geared 
to  a  central  theme  under  Mrs.  Leonard's

•    Instructions  for  Recycling  Boxes 

A  large  number  of  corrugated  card- 
board boxes  continues  to  be  used  by  the 
School  District  for  Field  Act  and  related 
school  operations  including  delivery  of 
supplies. 

They  are  not  only  in  short  supply 
through  vendors,  but  costs  have  gone  up 
appreciably.  They  are  easily  reusable  and 
should  be  recycled  for  continued  use. 

The  Division  of  Supplies  truck  drivers 
are  prepared  to  pick  up  any  quantity  of 
usable  boxes  to  return  to  the  warehouse 
for  reuse. 

Schools  are  requested  to  break  the  bot- 
tom seals  to  permit  the  boxes  to  be  folded 
flat.  In  this  way  they  are  easily  transport- 
able and  can  be  reused  by  resealing  the 
bottom  with  adhesive  or  gummed  tape. 

It  is  anticipated  that  an  appreciable 
budget  saving  can  be  realized  by  recycling 
cardboard  containers  to  permit  their  reuse.

A  two-story  structure  on  the  edge  of  the 
city's  Chinatown  has  been  turned  over  to 
the  School  District  by  the  U.  S.  Depart- 
ment of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare  to 
be  the  home  of  the  Chinese  Education 
Center. 

For  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century 
the  structure  has  served  as  the  U.  S. 
Armed  Forces  Police  Station  at  646  Clay 
Street. 

The  building  will  be  renovated  by  the 
District  and  will  accommodate  some  300 
students.  The  Chinese  Education  Center's 
present  site  does  not  meet  Field  Act  earth- 
quake safety  requirements  and  will  have 
to  be  vacated  by  July  1,  1975. 

Title  to  the  property,  which  is  valued  at 
close  to  half  a  million  dollars,  was  received 
at  a  special  ceremony  at  the  site  attended 
by  Superintendent  Steven  P.  Morena,  Dr. 
Eugene  S.  Hopp,  and  Mrs.  Lucille  Abra- 
hamson, as  well  ns  key  staff  members. 

Fernando  E.  C.  De  Baca,  HEW  Re- 
gional Director  in  San  Francisco,  was  the 
featured  speaker.  He  hailed  the  property 
turnover  as  ".  .  .  concrete  and  visible  proof 
of  the  U.  S.  government's  intention  to  co- 
operate in  all  ways  possible  with  the  re- 
cent Supreme  Court  decision  pertaining  to 
equal  educational  opportunity  for  children 
of  Chinese  descent  in  San  Francisco." 


He  added,  "The  court  ruled  at  an  op- 
portune time  because  we  were  engaged  in 
discussions  with  representatives  of  the 
Chinese  community  and  the  city  as  to 
utilization  of  the  site.  From  it  came  our 
decision  to  deed  the  building  to  the  School 
District  for  use  as  the  new  Chinese  Educa- 
tion Center.  We  at  HEW  couldn't  be  more 
pleased  at  the  outcome." 

The  building  was  taken  over  by  the 
military  in  1947who  operated  it  until  1972 
when  it  was  vacated  and  declared  surplus. 

Title  is  given  to  the  School  District  un- 
der provisions  of  the  Federal  Property  and 
Administrative  Services  Act  of  1949  which 
provides  for  transference  of  property  for 
educational  purposes  through  HEW.

Fall  Inservice  Geared  to  Assist  Teachers 


Many  opportunities  for  professional 
growth  are  available  for  school  staff  in  the 
Bay  Area.  Late  afternoon,  evening,  and 
weekend  courses  are  offered  by  colleges 
and  universities,  and  many  courses  are  de- 
veloped by  School  District  staff  in  cooper- 
ation with  the  Office  of  District  Inservice 
Education.  Total  on-site  staff  considera- 
tion of  educational  inservice  operations  is 
increasing  within  the  District. 

Credit  for  work  done  by  individuals  in 
community  agencies  other  than  colleges  or 
universities  is  also  available  if  proper  pro- 
cedures are  followed.  Coordinators  of 
group  inservice  and  individuals  enrolling 
in  courses  offered  by  community  agencies 
are  requested  to  fill  out  proposal  forms  be- 
fore beginning  the  inservice  work  since 
these  cannot  be  processed  retroactively. 
Individuals  who  wish  to  receive  credit  for 
an  area  (e.g.  Art,  Homemaking)  where  a 
director  or  supervisor  is  assigned  must  se- 
cure the  signatures  of  that  administrator 
and  of  their  school  principal  before  enroll- 
ing. 

The  necessary  forms  and  pertinent  in- 
formation can  be  obtained  by  calling  or 
visiting  the  District  Inservice  Education 
Office  (Room  203,  135  Van  Ness  Avenue; 
telephone  863-4680,  Ext.  367).  For  in- 
formation concerning  the  hiring  of  con- 
sultants and  inservice  procedures  for  Com- 
pensatory Education  projects  ask  for 
Marion  Grady.  Another  staff  member  will 
work  with  ESAA  programs. 

Requirements:  Teachers  in  the  District 
are  required  to  complete  six  semester  units 
of  increment  credit  in  varying  time  limits 
in  order  to  advance  on  the  salary  scale 
(not  required  after  age  57).  These  time 
limits  include: 

Classification  I 6  units  every  3  years 

Classification  II  6  units  every  4  years 

Classification  III  6  units  every  5  years 

Classification  IV  6  units  every  5  years 

Limitations:  The  maximum  credit  ac- 
cepted for  salary  classification  during  any 
year  is  twelve  semester  hours  or  the  equiv- 
alent exclusive  of  summer  sessions.  No 
more  than  20  units  are  acceptable  for  any 
four  consecutive  semesters  (also  exclusive 
of  summer  sessions).  There  are  no  limits 
during  summer  time  if  work  is  completed 
prior  to  the  opening  day  of  school. 

Participants  in  inservice  may  earn  one 
unit  of  credit  for  16  hours  of  inservice 
work  or  two  units  for  32  hours  in  any 
given  course.  It  is  also  possible  to  accumu- 
late hours  toward  units  by  participating  in 
miniworkshops  within  one  operation.  Such 
miniworkshops  are  operated  by  ESEA 
Title  I,  Art  Education,  Health  Education, 
Intergroup  Education,  the  Teacher  Learn- 
ing Center  and  Park  South  Teachers'  Cen- 
ter.

Central  Kitchen  on  Nov.  5  Ballot 


The  Board  of  Education  has  approved 
a  resolution  by  the  Superintendent  to 
place  on  the  Tuesday,  November  5, 
1974  general  election  ballot  a  proposi- 
tion requesting  approval  of  the  voters 
for  construction,  lease,  and  eventual 
acquisition  by  the  District  of  a  Central- 
ized Nutrition  Complex  for  Food  Pro- 
cessing and  Student  Training. 

The  centralized  kitchen  would  be 
constructed  at  the  Double  Rock  site  in 
the  southeastern  part  of  the  city  which 
is  owned  by  the  District. 

The  ballot  measure  stipulates  that  the 


maximum  tax  rate  of  the  District  would 
be  increased  by  no  more  than  five  cents 
to  finance  the  project. 

The  concept  of  a  centralized  food 
processing  facility  was  endorsed  in  an 
independent  study  conducted  by  Flam- 
bert  and  Flambert  for  the  District  last 
year. 

The  Board  of  Education  committee 
which  reviewed  the  proposal  also  en- 
dorsed the  concept  which  was  eventu- 
ally recommended  by  Superintendent 
Morena  and  approved  by  the  full 
Board.  (Subsequent  Newsletter  articles 
will  further  detail  the  ballot  proposal. ) 


New  Substitute  Rules  Start 


In  order  to  provide  better  service  to  the 
schools  and  to  make  all  substitute  assign- 
ments on  a  fair  and  equitable  basis,  the 
Personnel  Services  Division  is  instituting  a 
new  procedure  for  qualified  substitute 
teachers  wishing  to  obtain  work.

With  implementaton  of  the  plan,  the 
cafeteria  facilities  which  will  be  installed 
will  meet  District  needs  beyond  the  next 
20  years.  Many  of  the  facilities  which  now 
exist  are  inadequate  and  in  need  of  re- 
placement. 

And  finally,  Field  Act  dislocations, 
which  will  be  significant  in  the  next  few 
years,  will  not  affect  the  operation  of  the 
Central  Kitchen  and  the  disbursement  of 
food  to  the  schools.  Presently  some  cafe- 
terias are  being  closed  or  over-burdened 
due  to  the  earthquake  proofing  work  and 
the  added  breakfast  program. 

The  plan  includes  much  needed  ware- 
house space,  allowing  the  District  to  make 
larger,  more  economical  food  purchases.

Heart  Attack  Prevention  to  Start      Secondary  Reform  Stui 


In  response  to  the  current  epidemic  of 
heart  disease  among  middle  aged  men  in 
the  United  States,  the  National  Heart  and 
Lung  Institute  has  established  a  Heart 
Attack  Prevention  Program  in  20  centers 
around  the  country.  One  of  the  centers  for 
the  program,  known  as  the  Multiple  Risk 
Factor  Intervention  Trial  (MRFIT),  is  in 
San  Francisco. 

During  the  coming  months  approximate- 
ly 12,000  men  aged  35-57  will  be  screened 
by  the  local  center  in  an  effort  to  find 
individuals  who  are  still  in  good  health, 
but  who  are  judged  to  be  at  high  risk  of 
developing  coronary  heart  disease.

and  blood  cholesterol  will  be  selected  for  a 
six-year  program  designed  to  help  them 
eliminate  their  risk  factors. 

All  male  city  employees  and  husbands 
of  city  employees,  aged  35  to  57,  are  in- 
vited to  have  a  free,  15  minute  heart 
screening  examination  which  includes  fill- 
ing out  a  brief  questionnaire,  blood  press- 
ure readings,  and  a  blood  test  for  cholest- 
erol.

the  supervision  of  psychologists. 

After  a  thorough  screening,  students 
who  are  diagnosed  as  needing  remedial 
help  will  be  identified  and  assigned  to 
trained  volunteers  for  assistance.  Volun- 
teers will  work  four  mornings  each  week 
with  and  under  the  direction  of  the  school 
principal,  classroom  teacher,  social  work- 
er, speech  therapist,  educationally  handi- 
capped teacher,  as  well  as  the  child's  per- 
sonal physician  and  parents. 

The  pilot  program  is  being  funded  by 
the  California  Medical  Educational  and 
Research  Foundation  and  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  to  the  California  Medical  Asso- 
ciation. 

Though  the  project  is  volunteer  orient- 
ed, the  services  of  paid  professionals  at  the 
Speech  and  Learning  Center  at  St.  Mary's 
Hospital  and  Medical  Center  will  be  avail- 
able for  consultation  services. 

These  services  will  be  paid  for  from 
funds  donated  by  the  aforementioned  or- 


ganizations.  With  a  budget  of  $15,000  for 
the  program,  it  will  be  important  to  use 
the  services  of  professionals  within  the 
School  District  wherever  possible. 

The  program  will  be  evaluated  periodi- 
cally during  the  year,  and  a  complete  eval- 
uation will  be  done  by  the  end  of  1974-75 
school  year. 

It  is  the  intent  of  the  program  to  have  a 
controlled  study  comparing  the  progress  of 
the  West  Portal  students  with  the  progress 
of  a  group  of  kindergarten  to  3rd  grade 
students  who  did  not  have  the  benefit  of 
early  screening  and/or  remediation. 

The  evaluation  will  be  directed  toward 
the  benefits  derived  from  the  program  and 
its  over-all  cost  effectiveness. 

The  program  has  been  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Education  and  endorsed  by  Sup- 
erintendent Steven  P.  Morena. 


The  Riles  Study  Commission  Plan

An  innovative  approach  to  encourage 
students  to  utilize  math  skills  they  have 
learned  in  class  has  been  developed  at 
Benjamin  Franklin  Junior  High  School  in 
recent  months. 

Instructor  William  Diamond  has  organ- 
ized and  planned  a  printing-production 
class  which  meets  daily  and  in  which  stu- 
dents gain  a  variety  of  experiences  in 
printing-related  projects. 

The  thrust  of  the  course  is  to  provide 
students  with  a  number  of  vocationally 
oriented  skills  in  the  area  of  printing,  in- 
corporating such  skills-developing  experi- 
ences with  their  formal  mathematics  in- 
struction.

Students  from  Mr.  Diamond's  morning 
math  classes  are  recruited  to  take  the 
special  6th  period  vocational  math-print- 
ing class. 

Here  the  students  are  "employed"  by  a 
printing  firm, supervised  by  a  foreman  (the 
teacher),  and  given  a  series  of  job  related 
projects  to  complete. 

The  students  plan,  design,  and  print 
such  items  as  graduation  certificates, 
award  certificates,  business  forms,  hall 
passes,  counseling  department  forms,  spe- 
cial announcements,  and  the  like.  In  addi- 
tion, they  provide  a  variety  of  duplicating 
services  for  offices  in  the  school. 

The  class  is  run  as  much  as  possible  as 
an  actual  business  operation.  Students  re- 
ceive pay  checks  in  money  script  (which 
must  be  carefully  calculated);  they  make 
out  income  tax  forms;  they  keep  detailed 
records  of  time  spent,  materials  used,  and 
orders  filled.  Such  activities  provide  a 
practical  application  of  their  classroom  re- 
inforced math  skills. 

Mr.  Diamond  hopes  to  enlist  support 
from  community  based  businesses  and  or- 
ganizations to  help  sponsor  and  finance  a 
newsletter  production  program  in  which 
the  students  will  produce  their  own  publi- 
cation and  for  which  they  will  receive  a 
salary  for  their  efforts. 

Herbert  Aites,  Benjamin  Franklin  coun- 
selor/learning specialist,  states  that  Mr. 
Diamond's  approach  has  been  instrument- 
al in  improving  motivation  among  stu- 
dents in  the  special  program.  He  says  that 
it  has  developed  in  them  a  pride  in  pro- 
ducing printed  material  for  the  school  and 
has  given  them  a  better  understanding  of 
skills  and  attitudes  needed  when  they 
someday  enter  the  world  of  work.

Community  Involvement  Policy 


The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Education 
has  approved  a  resolution  dealing  with  the 
role  of  parent  and  community  involve- 
ment in  the  public  schools. 

Referred  to  as  the  SPEAK  Resolution, 
the  statement  was  jointly  agreed  upon  by 
the  Sunset-Parkside  Education  and  Action 
Committee  and  Superintendent  Steven  P. 
Morena  and  staff  after  conferring  in  a 
series  of  four  meetings  this  spring  and 
summer. 

The  resolution  outlines  a  way  to  imple- 
ment school  site  goals  when  these  require 
the  development  of  either  innovative  or 
traditional  programs,  meeting  the  particu- 
lar needs  of  each  school. 

It  was  approved  by  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion and  is  now  part  of  the  policy  of  the 
District.  The  resolution  reads,  in  part,  as 
follows: 
THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED: 

1.  That  the  Board  of  Education  ac- 
knowledges that  parent  and  community 
involvement  in  the  public  school  system  is 
one  of  our  most  valuable  resources  in  im- 
proving the  quality  and  support  of  public 
education;  and 

2.  That  it  is  the  policy  of  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District  that 
every  school  shall  involve  its  administra- 
tors, staff,  parents,  and  where  possible  its 
students  in  a  process  of  developing  its  edu- 
cational   programs,    whether    these    pro- 


grams be  traditional  or  innovative.  These 
programs  shall  be  in  harmony  with  school 
site,  divisional,  and  school  district  goals, 
particularly  as  these  goals  are  determined 
by  the  "Education  for  the  People"  Com- 
mittees; and 

3.  That  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
shall  submit  to  the  Board  of  Education  his 
recommendations  for  these  programs  with- 
in fiscal  constraints  and  that  the  Board  of 
Education  declares  its  determination  to 
supports  such  programs  provided  they  are 
derived  from  a  process  of  representative 
educator  and  parents  participation.

vlr.  Borup  was  speaking  of  the  Dis- 
t's  breakfast  program  which  is  now 
lerway  in  35  schools,  serving  4,300  stu- 
its  each  morning.  The  goal  of  the  pro-

gram  is  to  provide  breakfast  for  all  stu- 
dents wishing  to  take  part. 

According  to  Richard  H.  Farrar,  Acting 
Director  of  Food  Services,  San  Francisco 
is  following  a  national  trend.  School  dis- 
tricts and  school  legislation  throughout  the 
country  are  moving  toward  universal  feed- 
ing programs  where  meals  and  nutritional 
education  are  part  of  the  curriculum.  Re- 
cent studies  have  proven  a  direct  correla- 
tion between  nutrition  and  performance  in 
the  classroom. 


Farrar  feels  that  passage  of  Proposition 
N  and  construction  of  the  central  kitchen 
will  help  the  breakfast  program  by  stand- 
ardizing breakfast  choices,  providing  more 
variety  and  creating  greater  consistency  in 
nutritional  standards. 

He  also  points  out  that  other  cities  in 
the  state  like  South  San  Francisco,  Los 
Angeles  and  Long  Beach  have  central 
kitchens  and  are  saving  money  while  pro- 
viding better  nutrition  to  their  students.

Ballot:  Improve 

At  its  meeting  of  June  25,  1974,  the 
Board  of  Education  passed  Resolution  46- 
25A14,  directing  the  Superintendent  to 
proceed  with  the  development  of  a  plan  to 
finance  a  Central  Kitchen  and  Food  In- 
structional Building  and  to  return  a  plan 
to  the  Board. 

After  extensive  study  of  all  the  District's 
cafeteria  facilities,  it  was  concluded  that 
the  present  system  of  food  preparation 
and  transportation  constituted  a  duplica- 
tion of  services.  In  addition,  the  cafeteria 
kitchens  are  inadequate  to  reach  all  chil- 
dren who  are  in  need  of  the  nutritional 
programs. 

The  master  plan  concept  recommended 
and  approved  by  the  Board  was  for  one 
central  facility  to  handle  the  food  process- 
ing needs  for  the  entire  District. 

The  main  body  of  the  facility  will  pro- 
vide for  warehousing  for  all  food  and  re- 
lated supplies.  It  will  become  the  central 
food  processing  plant  where  raw  materials 
are  taken  and  processed  into  finished 
meals. 


The  other  section  of  the  complex 
house  classrooms  and  student  facilitie 
order  to  introduce  the  food  service  in< 
try  to  students.

Approval  Given  to  Pilot 
Year-Round  School  Plan 

At  the  October  29  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Education,  a  resolution  was  passed  on 
the  recommendation  of  Superintendent 
Steven  P.  Morena  that  the  concept  of 
year-round  schools  should  be  implemented 
in  selected  District  schools  on  a  pilot  and 
experimental  basis. 

Two  plans  are  being  considered:  the  45- 
15  Plan  and  the  Flexible  School  Year  Plan. 

The  45-15  Plan  is  the  most  widely  used 
year-round  program  in  California  and  has 
received  legislative  approval.  Under  this 
plan,  the  school  year  is  divided  into  four 
attendance  periods  of  45  days  in  school 
followed  by  1 5  days  of  vacation,  theoretic- 
ally saving  33%  of  the  school's  space. 

The  Board  resolved  that  the  45-15  Plan 
be  tried  on  a  pilot  or  experimental  basis 
at  the  elementary  and  junior  high  level  in 
schools  or  groupings  of  schools  where 
there  is  support  for  the  idea  from  the 
teachers,  administrators,  parents  and  stu- 
dents. 

Under  the  Flexible  School  Year  Plan, 
the  school  is  open  throughout  the  year. 
Students  and  teachers  may  choose  any  of 
three  options:  (a)  They  may  attend  a 
traditional  September  to  June  school  year 
of  175  days,  (b)  They  may  attend  175 
days,  selecting  vacation  times  throughout 
the  year,  (c)  They  may  attend  up  to  57 
extra  days  a  year. 

This  program  does  not  save  space  in  the 
school,  although  it  does  provide  the  most 
options  for  students  and  staff.  Also,  it  is 
individualized  to  meet  student  needs  and 
is  based  on  continuous  levels  of  learning. 
The  child's  program  is  custom  made. 

The  Board  resolved  that  the  Flexible 
School  Year  Plan  will  be  initially  tried  on 
an  experimental  basis  in  schools  of  a  spe- 
cialized nature  such  as  receiving  centers 
for  newcomers  to  the  San  Francisco 
Schools  and  for  those  with  limited  English 
proficiency  or  in  schools  willing  to  try  the 
plan. 

The  year-round  schools  concept  was 
recommended  by  the  Committee  on  School 
Utilization  which  was  initiated  by  Super- 
intendent Morena  on  September  24,  1973 
and  approved  by  the  Board  the  following 
November  to  study  alternative  ways  in 
which  the  schools  of  San  Francisco  could

Included  in  the  recent  series  are  the 
following: 

Full  State  Funding  of  Programs  for

lary  developmental  skills,  manipulative 
learning  deficiencies,  and  lack  of  self  direc- 
tion and  maturity. 

It  was  decided  early  in  the  planning 
that  the  maximum  class  size  would  be  15 
students.  In  order  to  realize  this  goal,  each 
of  the  first  grade  teachers  in  the  school 
agreed  to  add  two  students  to  his/her 
class  to  maintain  the  low  enrollment  in  the 
Developmental  First  Grade  group. 

Additional  support  for  the  class  comes 
from  services  provided  by  a  school  psy- 
chologist, a  social  worker,  a  speech  clini- 
cian, a  curriculum  specialist  from  San 
Francisco  State  University,  and  the  Read- 
ing Office  of  the  School  District. 

Mrs.  Marilyn  Keller,  who  taught  the 
class  in  its  initial  1973-74  school  year,  in- 
dicates that  the  class  has  many  things 
going  for  it.  She  cites  the  individualized 
instruction  aspect,  the  elimination  of  fail- 
ure as  a  frustration  to  learning,  the  con- 
tinuous building  on  one  individual  success 
after  another,  the  smallness  of  the  class 
size,  and  the  excellent  process  used  in  the 
kindergarten  grade  to  assess  the  children's 
needs. 

Mrs.  Moore  adds  that  one  of  the  ad- 
vantages of  the  program  is  that  it  allows 
the  school  to  be  innovative  and  does  not 
add  in  any  way  to  School  District  costs. 
She  also  says  that  staff  feels  that  children 
who  might  become  discipline  problems  are 
detected  early  in  the  educational  cycle, 
have  many  of  the  frustrations  removed, 
and  thereby  adapt  better  in  future  grades 
to  the  education  process. 

She  comments  that  even  though  the  pro- 
gram is  only  in  its  second  year,  it  has  been 
well-received  by  the  staff  and  parents  and 
is  helping  children  in  a  way  they  might 
never  have  been  reached.  Its  apparent  suc- 
cess is  due  in  no  small  part  to  staff  com- 


mitment, good  planning,  and  a  strong  de- 
sire to  improve  educational  opportunities 
for  children. 

During  the  current  school  year,  the  class 
is  being  taught  by  Amy  Lee  who  agrees 
that  one  of  her  most  rewarding  experi- 
ences is  seeing  children  with  real  and  po- 
tential learning  problems  blossom  into  in- 
terested, motivated  students  because  they 
are  experiencing  success.

The  Board  included  the  request  for  a 
February  4,  1975,  preliminary  report  in  an 
amendment  to  the  resolution  which  ap- 
proved the  staff's  December  17,  1974, 
"Proposal:  For  School  Building  Utiliza- 
tion, September  1975,"  and  authorized  the 
staff  to  present  that  proposal  to  the  Allo- 
cation Board  of  the  State  of  California. 
The  approval  of  the  State  Allocation 
Board  is  necessary  if  the  District  intends 
to  continue  to  use  certain  non-complying 
buildings  for  school  purposes  after  June 
30,  1975,  the  deadline  for  compliance. 

An  amendment  to  the  State  Education 
Code  gives  the  State  Allocation  Board  the 
authority  to  permit  the  use  of  non-con- 
forming buildings  where  contract  has  been 
let  and  reconstruction  started  prior  to  the 
return  of  1975-76  students.  Such  use  can 
be  granted  until  the  building  is  replaced 
or  reconstructed,  but  not  later  than  June 
30,  1977.  Without  this  permission,  a  non- 
conforming building  could  not  be  used  for 
students  after  June  30,  1975.  It  could  be 
used,  however,  for  district  offices  if  stu- 
dents are  not  required  to  visit  those  offices 
for  services. 

The  December  17,  1974,  proposal  called 
for  the  continued  use  of  certain  non-con- 
forming buildings  until  they  are  replaced 
or  reconstructed,  and  for  the  use  of  cer- 
tain leased  sites: 

(a)  The  use  of  the  following  leased  sites: 
Chinese  Education  Center,  Filipino  Edu- 
cation Center,  Mission  Education  Center, 
Treasure  Island  Barracks,  Unity  Junior 
High  School,  Downtown  High  School, 
Opportunity  II  High  School,  Fort  Mason 
(Galileo  High  School); 

(b)  The  use  of  the  following  buildings 
where  a  contract  has  been  let  and  recon- 
struction begun  prior  to  the  return  of  stu- 
dents in.  September  1975,  and  where  it  is 
possible  for  students  to  remain  on-site  dur- 
ing reconstruction.  Some  schools  may  have 
fewer  classrooms:  Commodore  Sloat  Ele- 
mentary School,  Fairmount  Elementary 
School,  Frank  McCoppin  Elementary 
School,  George  Peabody  Elementary 
School,  Guadalupe  Elementary  School.

District  staff  presented  this  proposal  to 
the  State  Allocation  Board's  staff  on  De- 
cember 18,  1975.  The  state  staff  advised 
the  District  that  the  use  of  the  leased  sites 
and  the  use  of  the  buildings  where  con- 
tract has  been  let  and  reconstruction  be- 
gun would  be  feasible.  They  stated  that 
application  must  be  made  on  an  individual 
school  basis  as  soon  as  reconstruction  has 
started.

Retirement  Information 
Covers  Time  Spent  in 
Adult  Education  Service 

The  San  Francisco  Retirement  System 
announces  that  individuals  who  have 
elected  retirement  coverage  under  the 
State  Teachers'  Retirement  System  and 
who  are  entitled  to  credit  with  the  San 
Francisco  Retirement  System  for  retire- 
ment purposes  for  time  served  in  the  Adult 
Program  (formerly  Evening  School)  or  in 
a  classified  or  other  non-certificated  posi- 
tion are  now  eligible  to  make  a  choice  be- 
tween the  following  alternatives: 

1.  They  may  request  a  refund  of  con- 
tributions attributable  to  Adult  Program 
or  classified  service,  thus  foregoing  any 
future  monthly  benefit  payable  for  said 
Adult  Program  or  classified  service,  or 

2.  They  may  allow  their  contributions 
to  remain  on  deposit  with  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Retirement  System  and  receive,  at 
retirement  age,  a  monthly  benefit  payable 
for  the  balance  of  their  lives. 

The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code 
provides  a  generous  monthly  benefit  to 
anyone  who  elects  to  allow  his  or  her  con- 
tributions to  remain  on  deposit  with  the 
San  Francisco  Retirement  System. 

The  attractiveness  of  the  future  benefit 
is  to  be  found  in  the  definition  of  "average 
final  compensation"  which  provides  that 
the  Adult  Program  or  classified  service 
monthly  benefit  shall  be  calculated  on  the 
basis  of  the  average  monthly  compensation 
earned  during  any  year  of  credited  service 
in  the  city  or  state  retirement  systems. 

This  means  that  although  the  Adult 
Program  or  classified  service  may  have 
been  rendered  many  years  ago  while  on  a 
low  monthly  salary,  the  future  benefit  pay- 
able must,  be  calculated  by  using  one's 
contract  salary  (Day  School)  during  any 
year  which  may  be  one's  highest. 

The  deadline  for  making  a  decision  in 
this  matter  is  February  15,  1975.  Forms 
have  been  mailed  to  all  individuals  who 
qualify.  Any  individual  who  fails  to  return 
the  form  by  February  15  shall  be  consid- 
ered as  having  elected  to  allow  his  or  her 
contributions  to  remain  on  deposit  with 
the  Retirement  System.

Two  Multi-Culture  Facilities  Open 


The  recent  opening  of  the  Multi-Cultural  Resource  Center  and  the  Multi-Cultural  Resource  Li- 
brary at  Fort  Mason  attracted  a  large  crowd  of  interested  participants.  Pictured  in  the  foreground 
are  Peggy  O'Neill  and  Margaret  Nichols,  owners  of  the  library  collection,  Florence  May,  ESAA  staff 
development  specialist  for  multi-cultural  education,  Marilyn  Waits,  Bank  of  America,  and  Richard 
Bains,   ESAA   multi-cultural   resource  specialist. 


Two  resource  facilities  for  multi-cult- 
ural studies  recently  opened  to  assist  the 
District's  elementary  and  secondary 
schools  in  multi-cultural  education.  One 
is  a  multi-cultural  resource  center  and  the 
other  a  5,000  book  multi-cultural  resource 
library. 

The  facilities  are  located  in  Building 
111,  at  Fort  Mason,  Bay  and  Franklin 
Streets. 

The  Multi-Cultural  Resource  Center  is 
the  answer  to  teachers'  requests  for  a  cen- 
tralized source  of  materials  relevant  to 
San  Francisco's  racially  and  ethnically  di- 
verse student  population. 

Complete  teaching  units  and  kits,  mul- 
ti-media materials,  books  and  games  are 
available  on  a  loan  basis.  There  are  facili- 
ties for  previewing  and  evaluating  mater- 
ials including  films,  film-strips,  tapes  and 
records. 

The  center  assists  teachers  who  wish  to 
move  beyond  ethnic  studies  to  the  broader 
concept  of  multi-cultural  and  cross-cultu- 
ral education,  which  leads  to  more  fully 
integrated  education. 

The  Multi-Cultural  Resource  Center 
provides  materials  and  special  training  for 
District  students  and  teachers.  It  also  pro- 
vides reinforcement  for  classroom  experi- 
ences by  conducting  training  and  aware- 
ness classes  for  parents  by  request. 

Three  parent  involvement  coordinators 
work  out  of  the  Center  and  act  as  liaison 


between  the  District  and  parent  and  com- 
munity groups. 

The  Resource  Center  is  financed  by 
ESAA  funds. 

The  5,000  book  Multi-Cultural  Resource 
Library  is  owned  by  Margaret  Nichols 
and  her  daughter,  Peggy  O'Neill.  It  con- 
sists of  posters,  graphics,  stark  photo- 
graphs, and  unfamiliar  games  and  arti- 
facts from  many  lands  and  many  heri- 
tages. 

Mrs.  Nichols,  a  former  librarian  in 
Menlo  Park,  and  a  former  teacher,  start- 
ed collecting  materials  in  1968,  storing 
them  in  the  basement  of  the  Menlo  Park 
Library  and  her  garage. 

In  1969,  she  and  her  daughter  put  to- 
gether a  display  for  a  conference  at  San 
Jose  State-  College.  The  participants  at 
the  conference  were  impressed.  They  had 
never  seen  such  materials.  So  the  co-own- 
ers made  the  collection  available  to 
schools,  libraries,  conferences  and  work- 
shops.

When  the  faculties  at  Jefferson  and  Le 
Conte  Elementary  Schools  tackled  the 
task  of  writing  proposals  for  their  Ele- 
mentary and  Secondary  Education  Act 
(ESEA)  reading  programs,  it  became  ap- 
parent that  the  objectives  and  goals  they 
set  would  be  desirable  for  all  the  children 
in  the  schools. 

The  faculties  at  both  sites  took  a  good 
deal  of  time  independently  exploring  a 
wide  variety  of  possible  reading  programs 
and  approaches  to  the  teaching  of  read- 
ing. When  decision  time  came,  both 
groups  opted  for  the  Random  House  High 
Intensity  Program  with  the  aim  of  involv- 
ing all  students  in  the  schools. 

The  program  they  chose  employs  the 
use  of  a  wide  variety  of  the  best  reading 
materials  from  many  companies  drawn 
together  under  a  management  system  de- 
signed by  Random  House  Publishing 
Company. 

It  incorporates  a  multi-media  approach 
to  reading  which  is  initiated  through  an 
individualized  diagnostic  and  prescription 
program.  The  accountability  factor  is 
built  into  the  management  system. 

Each  student  takes  a  placement  test, 
followed  periodically  by  a  series  of  diag- 
nostic tests  which  determine  the  work  to 
be  prescribed  at  the  individual  perform- 
ance level  which  is  designed  to  correct  the 
identified  reading  deficiencies  at  each 
level.  The  design  is  to  effect  remediation 
on  an  individualized  basis  from  non- 
readers  through  students  at  the  secondary 
reading  level. 

Le  Conte  School,  under  the  principal- 
ship  of  Leonard  Flynn,  began  the  program 
in  1973,  and  now  each  of  the  school's  13 
classes  participates  in  the  program.  Two 
reading  centers  have  been  created,  and 
all  students  utilize  the  materials  and  fa-

cilities  located  in  the  centers  on  a  one- 
period  per  day  basis,  four  days  a  week. 

As  each  class  comes  to  the  reading  cen- 
ters, the  classroom  teacher,  the  classroom 
paraprofessional,  the  reading  center  teach- 
er, and  the  reading  center  paraprofessional 
work  with  the  students.  The  student-adult 
ratio  is  seven  to  one.  Mrs.  Evelyn  Man- 
cilia  and  Mrs.  Betty  Gillis  supervise  the 
two  centers. 

Jefferson  School  began  the  program  in 
1974,  and  every  class  in  the  school  works 
in  the  school  reading  laboratory  three 
days  a  week  under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
Marjorie  Genolio,  ESEA  reading  teacher, 
and  two  reading  paraprofessionals. 

Funding  for  the  program  comes  from 
both  ESEA  and  the  District  Reading 
Office,  under  the  direction  of  Roy  Mink- 
ler.

lilNow,  some  six  months  later,  44  schools 
pvide  the  breakfast  service  by  the  Caf- 
tifcria  Department  with  5,400  students  en- 
ding morning  meals  at  seven  senior  high 
vftools,    15   junior  high   schools,   and   22 
Jmentary  schools.  In  addition,  the  Chil- 
ian's Centers  are  serving  breakfast,  with 
.•proximately  200  students  participating. 
Breakfasts    are    served     approximately 
r«e-half  hour  before   the   normal   school 
JLrting  time  wherever  possible.  All  stu- 
Ints    and    school    personnel    can    avail 
■ymselves  of  the  program. 


Federal  law  provides  for  free  and  re- 
duced price  breakfast  for  students  eligible 
to  receive  them.  The  cost  to  students  not 
so  eligible  is  50  cents  per  meal. 

The  program  'provides  for  federal  re- 
imbursement to  the  District.  The  program 
is  self  supporting  in  this  regard  and  does 
not  require  the  expenditure  of  any  Dis- 
trict funds. 

Wherever  possible,  hot  breakfasts  are 
being  served.  In  some  schools  where  facili- 
ties are  inadequate,  it  is  necessary  to  serve 
a  cold  breakfast  such  as  fruit,  cold  cereal 
or  sandwich,  breakfast  roll,  and  milk.  A 
hot  breakfast  might  include  juice,  sausage 
pattie,  waffle/syrup,  and  milk. 

At  each  school  being  added  to  the 
breakfast  serving  list,  parents  are  notified 
through  a  letter  prepared  by  the  Cafe- 
teria Division  and  distributed  by  the 
school.

ices,  states  that  concern  has  been  express- 
ed over  the  future  of  all  school  meal  pro- 
grams in  view  of  President  Gerald  Ford's 
1976  budget  proposal  .  .  .  "to  repeal  and 
supersede  all  existing  child  nutrition  legis- 
lation," and  substitute  a  single  consolid- 
ated block  grant  proposal. 

This  proposal  would  provide  subsidies 
only  for  poverty  children  which  would 
eliminate  financial  assistance  for  meals 
served  to  all  others,  including  those  eli- 
gible for  reduced  price  meals. 

The  proposal  specifically  eliminates  the 
National  School  Lunch  Program  as  oper- 
ated for  30  years,  breakfast  programs,  the 
Special  Milk  Program,  the  Special  Food 
Service  Program,  and  the  nutrition  pro- 
gram for  Women,  Infants,  and  Children 
(WIC). 

Legislation  has  been  introduced  in 
Congress  to  keep  alive  current  child  nutri- 
tion programs  and  to  increase  federal 
funding  for  specific  programs. 

Mr.  Farrar  indicates  that  efforts  are 
underway  to  increase  the  number  of 
schools  involved  in  the  School  Breakfast 
Program  to  date  during  the  current  spring 
semester.

The  Mathematics  Department  at  Gali- 
leo High  School,  under  the  leadership  of 
Marian  Fillbrandt,  department  head,  has 
initiated  a  pilot  program  to  revitalize  and 
update  the  Basic  Mathematics  program. 

When  the  Board  of  Education  adopted 
minimum  standards  for  high  school  grad- 
uation in  May  1974  to  become  effective 
with  the  June  1976  graduating  class,  the 
Galileo  Mathematics  Department  began 
to  look  ahead  toward  meeting  the  new  re- 
quirements. 

Since  graduation  will  be  dependent  on 
such  performance  indicators  as  correctly 
completing  a  short  form  income  tax  re- 
turn, balancing  a  bank  statement  and  the 
amount  in  a  checkbook,  determining  the 
lowest  cost  unit  from  several  choices,  and 
giving  the  appropriate  change  from  items 
purchased,  it  was  felt  the  curriculum 
would  need  some  modification  in  order  to 
better  prepare  students  to  accomplish  such 
tasks. 

It  was  decided  that  a  place  to  start  was 
with  the  Basic  Math  classes.  Students  who 
do  not  qualify  on  the  11th  grade  state 
mathematics  test  at  the  9th  grade  level 
are  programmed  into  a  semester  of  Basic 
Mathematics  as  seniors.  Successful  com- 
pletion of  this  course  is  required  for  grad- 
uation. 

In  the  past  this  class  has  been  conducted 
over  an  18  week  period  with  one  teacher 
working  with  students  in  an  effort  to  im- 
prove their  understanding  of  important 
basic  mathematics  concepts. 

This  semester  the  Basic  Mathematics 
course  has  taken  an  entirely  new  ap- 
proach. The  18  week  period  has  been  di- 
vided into  six  three-week  sections,  includ- 


ing: 1.  Income  Tax;  2.  Computational 
Skills;  3.  Geometric  Constructions;  4. 
Metrication;  5.  Banking  and  Checking;  6. 
Introduction  to  Computers. 

Although  it  is  too  early  to  fully  evaluate 
the  new  program,  Galileo  mathematics 
teachers  say  that  the  new  structure  of  the 
course  has  several  advantages.  Students 
know  they  will  spend  three  weeks  in  each 
subject  area,  and  interest  and  motivation 
have  improved. 

The  three-week  periods  allow  for  more 
diversity  in  content  and  flexibility  in 
scheduling.  The  subject  matter  is  brought 
closer  to  the  students  and  makes  mathe- 
matics more  relevant  and  practical. 

In  addition,  the  curriculum  becomes 
more  closely  related  to  District-wide  goals 
such  as  the  graduation  requirements 
which  become  effective  in  1976. 

As  the  concept  of  the  course  as  now 
taught  is  new,  the  subject  matter  content 
is  being  developed  completely  by  four 
Galileo  mathematics  teachers,  George 
Piazza,  Alwin  Guittard,  Mark  Knoell  and 
Robert  Golton.  The  section  on  Income 
Tax,  uses  some  materials  prepared  by  the 
Internal  Revenue  Service.

the  child's  learning  problem.  The  Clinic 
then  provides  follow-up  consultation  with 
parent  and  teacher. 

The  Diagnostic  Reading  Clinic  is  one 
of  the  programs  designated  for  the  Educa- 
tionally Handicapped,  and  its  pupils  re- 
ceive one  period  of  reading  instruction 
twice  a  week  in  small  groups. 

There  are  14  half-time  Reading  Clinics 
for  the  educationally  handicapped  estab- 
lished in  various  District  schools  and  at 
San  Francisco  General  Hospital  which  as- 
sist in  providing  intensive  prescriptive  re- 
mediation for  children  as  well  as  on-going 
consultation  with  the  classroom  teacher. 
Pupils  from  46  schools  are  currently  en- 
rolled, although  any  eligible  child  who 
can  get  to  a  Clinic  by  walking,  bus,  or 
parent  transport  from  his  home  school 
may  receive  remediation. 

As  part  of  the  consultation  service,  the 
reading  clinicians  who  test  the  individual 
children  follow  up  with  the  classroom 
teacher  to  see  if  there  are  any  questions 
regarding  the  learning  evaluation  and 
prescription. 

Marjorie  Goody,  project  leader,  indi- 
cates that  the  program  has  a  consistent 
record  of  success.  During  1973-74,  for  ex- 
ample, the  average  gain  in  reading  over  a 
seven  month  period  was   1.3  years.  This 


was  accomplished  by  attending  25  or  more 
sessions  of  30-60  minutes  each. 

Previous  experience  has  shown  that  the 
average  reading  gain  prior  to  entrance 
into  the  program  is  only  three  months  per 
year;  therefore,  a  1.3  yearly  gain  is  about 
four  times  the  gain  a  child  was  able  to 
achieve  before  Reading  Clinic  remedia- 
tion. 

Miss  Goody  states  that  the  program  has 
a  number  of  other  positive  aspects  in  ad- 
dition to  the  diagnostic  evaluation  and 
remediation  services.  The  staff's  personal 
contact  with  parents  and  teachers  has 
opened  up  communication  lines  which 
have  greatly  increased  understanding  and 
acceptance  of  the  child's  learning  prob- 
lem. 

Staff  expertise  in  dealing  with  reading 
problems  is  shared  through  conferences 
and  faculty  presentations  with  classroom 
teachers  who  benefit  by  increasing  their 
own  knowledge  and  improving  the  kind  of 
assistance  they  can  give  to  children  in 
learning  to  read.

The  volunteers  met  with  the  students 
on  a  one-to-one  basis,  singing  and  talking 
with  them  in  an  attempt  to  gain  their 
confidence. 

The  docents  explained  that  they  have 
no  fixed  program  during  the  introductory 
phase  of  their  program.  Since  most  of  the 
students  they  work  with  are  handicapped, 
much  time  must  be  taken  gaining  confi- 
dence, understanding  problems  and  get- 
ting to  know  each  other. 

The  program  was  started  at  Lawton 
School  last  January  and  then  went  to 
the  John  L.  Roberts  Development  Center. 

Betty  Olsen,  teacher  of  the  visually 
impaired,  at  the  Center,  sponsored  the 
program  and  did  a  brief  biography  of  each 
student  as  an  aid  to  the  docents.  She  then 
took  them  to  each  student's  class  to  ob- 
serve and  learn  about  their  development. 

The  docents  do  one  tour  a  month.  They 
plan  to  visit  with  visually  impaired  stu- 
dents at  Lakeshore  School,  Marina  Junior 
High  School  and  McAteer  Senior  High 
School  in  the  near  future.

Note  Sabbatical  Change 

In  order  to  reduce  expenses  and  bring 
expenditures  in  balance  with  revenues,  it 
will  be  necessary  to  revise  the  Sabbatical 
Leave  Policy  for  1975-76,  according  to 
Dr.  Frederick  A.  Kennedy,  Assistant  Su- 
perintendent, Personnel  Services. 

Effective  July  1,  1975,  Sabbatical 
Leaves  will  be  granted  for  a  period  of  one 
year  only  at  60  per  cent  of  salary.  Split 
Sabbatical  Leaves  will  not  be  granted,  nor 
will  single  semester  leaves.

Each  class  has  a  special  education 
teacher  and  there  are  three  aides  assigned 
to  the  school  to  assist  them. 

Though  the  curriculum  requires  special 
adaptation  to  meet  the  individual  needs  of 
the  students,  faculty  members  have  made 
special  efforts  to  keep  the  curriculum  as 
current  as  possible. 

With  this  in  mind  the  teachers,  in  co- 
operation with  parents,  have  been  in- 
structing the  students  on  the  history,  cus- 
toms, and  traditions  of  various  ethnic 
groups. 

For  example,  during  the  recent  Chinese 
New  Year  period,  the  children  were  taken 
on  a  trip  to  Chinatown,  viewed  a  film  on 
the  Chinese  New  Year  parade,  and  ate 
specially  prepared  Chinese  food.  Several 
Chinese  parents  supplied  decorations,  as 
well  as  the  food  and  chopsticks. 

During  the  study  of  Black  History,  Park 
Unit  students  visited  the  de  Young  Mus- 
eum to  see  the  African  art  exhibit,  made 
masks,  learned  an  African  dance  and  song, 
and  enjoyed  a  soul  food  lunch  prepared 
by  some  of  the  Black  parents  and  unit 
personnel.

District  Program  Cited 

In  testimony  before  the  U.  S.  House 
Education  and  Labor  Committee,  Father 
Trafford  P.  Maher,  S.J.,  of  St.  Louis 
commended  the  VD  Education  Program 
in  the  San  Francisco  School  system. 

Father  Maher,  Director  of  the  Human 
Relations  Center  for  Training  and  Re- 
search at  St.  Louis  University,  and  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  the  American 
Social  Health  Association  since  1954,  ad- 
dressed the  Committee  and  urged  passage 
of  the  Comprehensive  School  Health  Ed- 
ucation Bill  (s544). 

In  his  remarks,  Father  Maher  encour- 
aged the  development  of  sound  health 
habits  in  children  through  a  federal  comp- 
rehensive school  health  education  require- 
ment and  urged  that  such  legislation  be 
enacted  rapidly  into  law. 

The  Reverend  Maher  stated,  "Far  from 
being  theoretical,  the  efficacy  of  quality 
venereal  disease  education  was  clearly 
demonstrated  in  a  pilot  program  of  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  con- 
ducted between  1968  and  1972.  The  VD 
attack  rate  among  the  15  to  19  year  old 
group  was  cut  in  half  during  those  four 
years.  The  factor  acknowledged  as  most 
significantly  contributing  to  the  reduction 
in  the  teenage  VD  rate  was  the  pilot  VD 
education  program."

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Ulloa  School  is  one  of  the  21  schools  currently  participating  in  the  District's  Vocabulary  Improve- 
ment Program  which  has  been  initiated  by  the  Reading  Office.  Pictured  above  is  teacher  Nectar 
Kaiser  working  with  some  of  her  students  in  the  vocabulary  building  skills  program. 


In  order  to  assist  primary  grade  chil- 
dren to  further  improve  their  vocabulary 
learning  skills,  thereby  enhancing  their 
reading  growth,  the  District  Reading  Of- 
fice has  initiated  a  Vocabulary  Improve- 
ment Program  (VIP)  in  some  21  schools 
this  year. 

The  program,  which  has  been  developed 
by  Douglas  Reed,  Reading  Office  Evalu- 
ator,  is  designed  to  improve  children's 
reading  abilities,  vis-a-vis  vocabulary  de- 
velopment in  grades  two  and  three. 

Mr.  Reed  has  made  an  intensive  study 
of  the  vocabulary  used  in  leading  reading 
textbook  series  and  has  devised  a  ten  week 
vocabulary  program  which  introduces 
these  words  to  children  eac  hday  in  a  15 
to  30  minute  concentrated  vocabulary 
study  period. 

Each  series  of  new  words  is  used  in  a 
story  which  has  been  written  by  classroom 
teachers  who  voluntarily  gave  their  time 
to  assist  in  the  creation  of  the  materials 
used  in  the  program. 

Mr.  Reed  feels  that  Sophia  Pitt  (Ulloa), 
Edna  Driver,  (G.  W.  Carver),  Marian 
Haughee  (John  Muir),  and  Jo  Marcus 
(Pacific  Heights),  among  others,  were  in- 
strumental in  helping  him  develop  the 
various  story  lines  once  the  vocabulary 
words  had  been  formulated  for  inclusion 
in  the  program. 

In  order  to  initiate  the  program  in  a 
specific  school,  a  majority  of  the  teachers 
must  elect  to  participate.  Once  this  is  ac- 
complished, group  inservice  in  the  pro- 
gram is  held  at  the  school  site,  at  which 
time  Mr.  Reed  visits  classrooms  and  gives 
a  demonstration  on  how  to  conduct  the 
daily  vocabulary  sessions. 

Mr.  Reed  states  that  the  program  has 
many  advantages.  It  has  been  created 
through  the  District  Reading  Office,  by 
District  staff,  utilized  by  District  teachers 


with  District  students.  It  is  basically  a  no- 
cost  program  since  the  materials  are  in- 
ternally produced  and  the  inservice  is  in- 
ternally offered. 

Preliminary  results  utilizing  standard- 
ized tests,  at  John  Muir,  Pacific  Heights, 
Ulloa,  Hillcrest  and  Twin  Peaks  indicate 
substantial  improvement  in  children's  vo- 
cabulary/reading abilities. 

Primary  schools  which  would  like  more 
information  regarding  implementation  of 
the  Vocabulary  Improvement  Program  in 
the  fall  of  1975  are  asked  to  call  the  Read- 
ing Office  at  661-1200.  Information  about 
the  program  will  be  sent  (ask  for  Sue, 
secretary). 

Mr.  Reed  indicates  that  consideration  is 
being  given  to  expanding  the  program  to 
include  the  District's  intermediate  grade 
schools  in  the  spring  of  1976.

SARB  conducts  its  business  on  Wednes- 
day mornings  in  the  Community  College 
District  offices  at  33  Gough  Street  and 
develops  mutually  agreed  upon  education- 
al plans  for  the  student  as  well  as  helping 
the  student  implement  and  carry  out  the 
plans  and  later,  monitoring  the  student's 
progress. 

The  public  will  be  notified  and  invited 
to  attend  SARB  policy  meetings  which 
will  be  held  periodically  in  the  evenings. 

Referral  to  Juvenile  Court  as  a  result 
of  a  SARB  conference  will  be  used  only  as 
a  last  resort,  after  all  efforts  to  utilize 
alternative  educational  and  community 
resources  have  been  exhausted  or  where 
there  is  failure  to  respond  to  SARB's  ef- 
forts to  help. 

SARB's  chief  objective  is  to  encourage 
exhaustive  utilization  of  services  and  re- 
sources for  the  prevention  of  juvenile  de- 
linquency and  the  diversion  of  youth  from 
the  juvenile  justice  system. 

SARB  will  be  in  a  position  to  help 
schools  with  students  who  are  habitually 
truant  or  who  are  irregular  in  attendance 
or  who  are  disorderly  during  attendance, 
by  making  recommendations  to  the  Board 
of  Education  for  the  expansion  and/or 
creation  of  alternative  educational  pro- 
grams.

To  All  District  Staff  Members: 

For  the  past  three  years  it  has  been  my  privilege 
to  serve  as  superintendent  of  the  San  Francisco  Uni- 
fied School  District.  Deciding  to  leave  this  position 
was  one  of  the  most  difficult  choices  I  have  ever  had 
to  make. 

San  Francisco  .  .  .  and  its  schools,  its  children,  its 
teachers,  its  administrators  ...  all  have  been  so  much 
a  part  of  my  life  that  not  to  be  actively  involved  in 
the  city's  educational  progress  is  something  I  have 
never  really  contemplated. 

Yet,  as  of  June  30,  1975,1  will  conclude  my  tenure 
as  superintendent  of  schools.  To  delve  again  into  the 
reasons  for  my  decision  would  serve  no  fruitful  pur- 
pose at  this  time.  Members  of  the  news  media  have 
covered  the  matter  in  depth  on  more  than  one  occa- 
sion. 

What  I  want  to  do  in  this  final  issue  of  the  District  Newsletter  is  to  thank  the 
teachers,  the  school  administrators,  the  Central  Office  staff,  and  all  individuals 
concerned  with  the  education  of  our  public  school  children  for  the  dedication  to 
their  work  that  has  been  so  evident  and  for  the  support  they  have  given  me  in 
fulfilling  my  obligations  as  superintendent. 

San  Francisco  is  a  very  complex  city.  It  is  filled  with  many  dynamic  forces 
pulling  in  many  directions.  It  is  a  vibrant  city,  eager  for  change,  yet  impatient 
with  many  of  the  traditional  avenues  for  effecting  such  change. 

The  schools  of  the  city  reflect  such  forces,  and  I  might  add,  so  do  the  weekly 
Board  of  Education  meetings  where  the  major  policy  decisions  are  made. 

When  I  first  became  superintendent,  I  said,  and  I  repeat  it  now :  San  Francisco 
is  a  city  of  vast  potential  ...  as  are  its  schools  and  the  children  and  teachers  in 
them. 

During  the  past  three  years,  I  have  tried  my  hardest  to  help  realize  the 
potential  that  is  there,  eager  for  growth  and  direction.  All  of  us  have  had  to 
grapple  with  some  very  difficult  problems  in  a  wide  variety  of  areas  during  this 
period.  The  problems  simply  could  not  be  ignored.  They  demanded  solutions  .  .  . 
and  change  has  occurred.  Through  it  all,  children  are  learning,  teachers  are 
doing  their  job,  and  education  is  taking  place. 

I  cannot  help  but  feel  elated  when  I  see  so  many  positive  things  going  on 
in  the  classrooms  throughout  the  city  .  .  .  and  I  do  see  them  at  all  levels.  So  many 
are  doing  so  much  so  well. 

Again,  I  want  to  thank  the  many  individuals  who  have  made  the  past  three 
years  so  memorable  for  me.  It  has  been  a  privilege  to  have  worked  for  and  with 
so  many  fine  human  beings.  I  wish  everyone  continued  success  as  efforts  are  con- 
tinued to  provide  the  best  possible  education  for  all  the  children  in  our  public 
schools.

ESAA  Program  ImplementsCultural  Enrichment 


The  ESAA  Elementary  Bilingual/Bi- 
cultural  program  has  recently  implement- 
ed various  innovative,  cultural  enrichment 
experiences  for  the  District's  Chinese  Bi- 
lingual classrooms. 

These  include  calligraphy,  Tai  Chi- 
chuan  —  Chinese  physical  cultural  art/ 
health  exercises,  and  Chinese  brush  paint- 
ing lessons. 

The  ESAA  Chinese  Bilingual/Bicultural 
program  is  presented  in  either  self-con- 
tained classroom  units,  of  which  there  are 
six,  or  Bilingual  support  units,  in  which 
four  travelling  teachers  provide  instruc- 
tion in  English  as  well  as  Chinese  lan- 
guage and  culture. 

The  self-contained  classrooms  have  four 
components:  Chinese  characters,  to  teach 
students  to  read  and  write  Chinese  •  Chi- 
nese as  a  second  language,  taught  orally 


for  English  speakers;  English  as  a  second 
language,  taught  orally  for  Chinese  speak- 
ers; and  the  3R's,  taught  to  all  students. 

An  ongoing  inservice  program  for  both 
Bilingual  and  other  interested  District 
teachers  is  provided  at  the  ESAA  Biling- 
ual Resource  Center,  located  at  Sanchez 
Elementary  School  and  is  an  integral  part 
of  the  bilingual  program's  effort  in  offer- 
ing classes  for  teachers  in  the  heritage  and 
cultures  of  students  in  the  San  Francisco 
schools. 

The  center  also  offers  a  wide  variety  of 
information  on  curriculum  instructional 
materials  in  six  languages  developed  at 
the  Resource  Center  and  field  tested  in 
the  Chinese,  Filipino,  Japanese,  Korean, 
Samoan  and  Spanish  Bilingual  programs 
kindergarten  to  tenth  grades.

Francis  Scott  Key  School  has  developed 
a  new  Reading  Center  this  year  under  the 
direction  of  Lida  Opalenik,  the  ESEA 
reading  resource  teacher,  as  a  supple- 
mentary feature  to  the  regular  reading 
program. 

Every  child  who  comes  to  the  center 
with  his  classmates  receives  direct  services 
from  Mrs.  Opalenik.
